The Life of the Right Hon. Stratford Can- 
ning, Viscount Stratford de Redcliffe, K.G., 
Jrom his Memoirs and Private and Official 
Papers. By Stanley Lane-Poole. 2 vols. 
(Longmans & Co.) 

Mr. Srantey Lane-Poote is so lucky in 

his subject that other and less fortunate 

biographers may be excused for regarding 
him with envy, and he need not be sur- 
prised if he gets less praise than he de- 
serves for the skill and modesty with 
which he has done his task. It has fallen 
to his lot to set forth in two volumes all that 
was most important and interesting in the 
life of a man who held such an influential 
position in public affairs that the story need 
not have been tedious had it been lengthened 
out through three volumes or more. For 
groundwork of his narrative he has had 
copious autobiographical memoirs which 
his hero, a veritable hero, began to write 
when he was nearly eighty, and continued 
to write at intervals till he was ninety-two. 
Not much less than half of Mr. Lane-Poole’s 
work consists of judicious extracts from 
these memoirs, which, gauged by the ex- 
tracts, show few traces of faulty memory, 
of senile garrulity, of inordinate self-conceit, 
or of unfairness to former contemporaries. 

For the rest, he has been able to supple- 

ment Lord Stratford de Redcliffe’s valuable 

reminiscences by no less valuable selections 
from his official despatches in the Foreign 

Office, of which ‘‘ the total does not fall far 

short of 15,000’; from his private correspond- 

ence with colleagues, friends, and kinsfolk 
during half a century ; and from the personal 
information of survivors who, now veterans 
themselves, like Mr. Kinglake, Sir Henry 

Layard, and Mr. Gladstone, saw much of 

him in bygone years. The result is a 

model of condensed and vivid biography, 

with the materials so neatly put together 
that the unobservant reader is likely to 
overlook the tact with which the work 
has been constructed. Only here and 
there does Mr. Lane-Poole come between 
his subject and his audience, and then 
merely in a few well-worded sentences and 
paragraphs that are really helpful in ex- 
plaining doubtful points or supplying neces- 
sary links. He naturally thinks highly of 
his hero; still he recognizes blemishes in the 
character which he holds up to general ad- 





miration, and which he only renders the more 
attractive by keeping clear of excessive 
panegyric. His book, indeed, while having 
the charm of biography, is much more a con- 
tribution to nineteenth century history in the 
shape of what aims at being a strictly im- 
partial record of one history-maker’s career 
than a biography of the usual type. 

As Lord Stratford died in 1880 there 
has been no unreasonable delay in issuing 
his ‘Life’ ; but his main business was over 
in 1858, when he ceased to be “ the Great 
Elchi,” and the business commenced so long 
ago that it is hard to think of him as a man 
of our own day. Stratford Canning was 
born in 1786, eleven years before his famous 
cousin, sixteen years his senior, started the 
Anti-Jacobin, and he had done much im- 
portant work before the battle of Waterloo 
was fought. Being the youngest and also 
the most promising of four sons of a banker 
who died early and whose widow bravely, 
but not too prosperously, carried on the 
business, he was helped forward by George 
Canning, and taken by him from Cambridge, 
at the age of twenty, to be employed as 
précis writer at the Foreign Office. He 
was still an infant in the eye of the law 
when he was sent to Copenhagen as junior 
secretary on a special and abortive mission 
to the Danish Government; and soon after 
that, in 1808, he went to Constantinople as 
secretary to another mission. It was ex- 
pected that this would be a temporary ap- 
pointment, and not only was his Downing 
Street clerkship kept open for him, but he 
also retained his name on the books at 
King’s, hoping to return and complete his 
terms. His ambition was to follow in his 
cousin’s steps as a politician in England, 
and he soon tired of life in Turkey. George 
Canning, however, understanding better 
than Stratford himself the line of life 
for which the young man was fitted, 
kept him in the East, and actually fur- 
nished him with a ‘dormant’ appoint- 
ment as Minister Plenipotentiary, which 
would enable him to slip into the post on 
its being vacated by Robert Adair. Before, 
this happened George Canning fought his 
duel with Castlereagh, and in consequence 
retired into private life for some years, and 
loyalty to his cousin as well as his dislike 
of life in Constantinople inclined Stratford 
to throw up his appointment and return to 
England ; but he was prudently persuaded 
to keep on the road of fortune that had 
been found for him, and in this way his 
character as well as his career was shaped : 

“In after years one who knew Lord Stratford 
intimately remarked that much of his exceeding 
masterfulness was due to the misfortune of 
having had things made too easy for him in 
early life. Leaving school as he did, the centre 
of an admiring circle, what he needed was a few 
years of real struggle with the world, to enable 
him to find out the limits of his own powers, 
and to master the art of getting on with others. 
But he was pushed up the easiest possible 
incline to almost the top of the ladder of diplo- 
matic rank before he was twenty-four, and to 
this premature elevation must be traced in a 
large degree the faults which have been re- 
marked by his contemporaries. Had he been 
compelled to work under taskmasters in youth, 
he would probably have learnt the lesson of 
submission. He was impatient, because he had 
never known what it was to have to wait in 
despair of advancement ; he was disposed to be 
suspicious, because he spent his early manhood 





in a nest of intrigues. Of all schools for his 
nature, Constantinople was certainly the very 
worst. There he was compelled to deal in 
menace and high-handed authority, and the 
necessity created a habit. Circumstances 
strengthened the natural bent, which might 
have been softened and diverted by a different 
fortune. But had things been different, we 
might never have had a ‘ Great Elchi.’” 
Stratford Canning was not known as “ the 
Great Elchi”’ till 1842, when he returned to 
Constantinople, and there developed a policy 
that it was necessary for him to carry out 
with his own hand, twice going back to 
resume it after resignation, till 1858; but 
as early as 1810, when he became respon- 
sible minister to the Porte, his policy began 
to take shape. There was no bolder critic 
or steadier opponent of Ottoman misrule 
than he; and his constant effort was to 
check that misrule, and if possible to bring 
about such reforms as would secure for the 
Turks and their dependents something like 
good government, and thus enable them to 
hold their own against foreign aggression. 
When he entered on his work the great 
danger to Turkey came from France, not 
from Russia, and, though he was from the 
first suspicious of Muscovite designs, his 
aim, while Napoleon was in power, was 
to back up St. Petersburg against Paris. 
With this end he schemed and plotted 
for the diplomatic triumph he achieved 
in the Treaty of Bucharest in 1812. 
Mr. Lane-Poole shows in detail what was 
pretty well known before, that this treaty 
was brought about almost entirely by Can- 
ning’s shrewdness and energy. At thetime 
the credit was assigned to the Marquis of 
Wellesley by most people, including his own 
brother the Duke of Wellington, who said: 
“Tf the great statesman who at that period 
conducted the foreign affairs of Great Britain 
had never rendered to his country or the world 
any other service, his name would have gone 
down to posterity as the man who had foreseen 
and had afterwards seized the opportunity of 
rendering to the world the most important 
service that ever fell to the lot of any individual 
to perform.” 
So exclusively was the performance Strat- 
ford Canning’s that he had not even the 
encouragement he hoped for in the shape of 
answers to the despatches and private letters 
in which he reported to Lord Wellesley the 
progress of negotiations and sought his 
sanction. In those days it was an affair of 
weeks, if notof months, toobtainareply, how- 
ever prompt, to a letter from Constantinople 
to London. Lord Wellesley, if he took the 
trouble to read the letters addressed to him, 
did not think it worth while to reply to them, 
and during nearly two years the young pleni- 
potentiary was left almost entirely to his 
own resources, except as regards payment 
of his own salary and expenses and those 
of his subordinates, and had, in effect, 
no master but himself. More than once 
he took such summary action as would 
have plunged England in war had others 
cared or dared to find in it a casus belli ; 
but his boldness enabled him to ride 
through all dangers, and if he is entitled to 
all the praise due for the ‘‘ great statesman- 
ship” of the Bucharest Treaty, the fact of 
his possessing and being able to use properly 
such unchecked powers before he wastwenty- 
five years old must be remembered in ex- 
planation of his high-handed and overbear- 
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ing tactics when he was fifty and when he 
was seventy. 

At his own urgent request Canning was 
recalled from Constantinople in 1812; but 
as he could not afford to dispense with his 

ension he was precluded from entering 
consenting as he wished to do, and had to 
be in readiness for other diplomatic work. 
In the interval he amused himself in 
London :— 


“The Quarterly Review was open to me 
through the goodwill of Mr. Gifford, its accom- 
plished editor, and I contributed two or three 
articles to its pages. It so happened, indeed, 
that the existence of that periodical was in part 
due tome. I was walking one day in Pall Mall 
with two of my Eton friends, Richard Wellesley 
and Gally Knight, when our conversation 
turned upon the Edinburgh Review, which was 
then in the first blossom of its long and well- 
sustained reputation. One of us exclaimed, 
What a pity that London has not a publication 
of the same kind, but of other politics! The 
idea was at once caught up by all, and I under- 
took to propose it to Mr. Canning, who referred 
me with evident satisfaction to Mr. Gifford, 
who in his turn approved the proposal. The 
name as well as the idea originated with us, and 
I drew up the sketch of a prospectus. More 
than this, I introduced John Murray, who had 
not yet left Fleet Street, to Mr. Gifford, and 
the latter brought him into connexion with 
Lord Byron. By way of explanation I should 
add that I had known Mr. Murray before, and 
from certain accidental circumstances had con- 
ceived an opinion that he would become a lead- 
ing publisher of his time.” 


Besides writing for the Quarterly—which 
had been started while he was abroad— 
Canning saw much of its contributors and 
other pleasant companions. Byron had 
been his schoolfellow at Eton, and he had 
seen him in Constantinople, where he pre- 
sented himself at Court “in scarlet regi- 
mentals topped by a profusely feathered 
cocked hat,’ and on being informed that, 
though an English peer, he was not entitled 
to a special place, ‘* walked away with that 
look of scornful indignation which so well 
became his fine imperious features,’ but on 
second thoughts consented to move about ‘‘ as 
a simple individual, delighting those who 
were nearest to him by his well-bred cheer- 
fulness and good-humoured wit.” The in- 
timacy was revived in London, though it 
must have been in risk of rupture when 
Canning, not to be married till 1816, fell in 
love with Miss Milbanke. Canning’s letters 
give us some glimpses of the society in 
which he moved. In one dated 1814 he 
wrote :— 

“The Staél continues her gaieties, and has 
played her cards, or rather given her dinners, so 
judiciously that one rarely hears herabused. I 
dined with her the other day, and nothing cer- 
tainly since Noah’s Ark ever presented a more 
singular mixture— William Spencer, Baron Jacobi, 
Gell, Madame Catalani and her spouse, Viotti 
the fiddler, Count Palmella, M. Dumond, M. 
Rocas, the Baronne’s reputed Cicisbeo, who picks 
his teeth with a fork and assists mastication 
with his forefinger and thumb. Mademoiselle 
hacked fish and roast veal at the bottom of the 
table. These were the characteristics of a dinner, 
even at Corinna’s. O quantum est in rebus inane ! 
The Staél herself is abundantly good-natured, 
and very delightful when she is not too eloquent 
to be understood by ordinary persons...... The 
horse-laugh with which she received Sir Jemmy 
Mackintosh, who arrived in a Court dress from 
the Speaker’s, was amongst the most diverting 
incidents of the evening.” 





After two years’ holiday and vain effort 
to obtain political work in England, Can- 
ning returned to diplomacy, and was 
variously employed, with intermissions, 
during the next fourteen years. He was 
for some time minister to Switzerland, and 
in that capacity he assisted at the Vienna 
Congress of 1815. He was British repre- 
sentative in Washington between 1820 and 
1823, and he was sent on a short mission to 
St. Petersburg in 1824; but his most im- 
portant work during these years was in 
Turkey, where he resumed his old post in 
1825, and did all he could, but less than he 
hoped, in promoting the liberation of Greece. 
His views on English foreign policy in 
general, and as regards Greece in particular, 
mainly coincided with those of his great 
cousin, and George Canning’s untimely 
death in 1827 crippled wise and generous 
projects that other cruel accidents also inter- 
fered with. The Constantinople mission of 
1825-7 was the nearest approach to a failure 
which occurred in all the ambassador’s long 
career, and he laid the blame on the Duke 
of Wellington and Lord Aberdeen. Other 
work was afterwards found for him, and he 
was seriously annoyed that a proposal to 
send him as ambassador to St. Petersburg 
in 1832 fell through in consequence of the 
Czar’s refusal to receive him; but he was 
not sorry to settle down in England for 
some time, and to make fresh efforts at 
striking out a career for himself in domestic 
politics. Here, however, he was unlucky. 
Having married a second time, he easily, 
with his father-in-law’s help, obtained a 
seat in the House of Commons as member 
for Old Sarum in 1828; but he failed as a 
speaker, and a greater obstacle to success 
was his inability to follow any leader. ‘‘ His 
honest and straightforward mind,” says Mr. 
Lane-Poole, “ was not suited for party war- 
fare: he was what was then the most hopeless 
thing in politics, a Liberal-Tory or a Con- 
stitutional Liberal, according to the side of 
the House from which the phenomenon is 
regarded.” Consequently, though, after 
Old Sarum, he represented in turn Stock- 
bridge and King’s Lynn, he made small 
progress, and, to his chagrin, was without 
regular occupation till 1842, when he re- 
verted to the diplomatic work in which he 
was most at home, and returned to his old 
post at Constantinople. 

Then began his reign as ‘‘the Great 
Elchi,” which lasted almost continuously 
till 1858. It was a memorable reign, and 
Mr. Lane-Poole’s highly able review of it, 
filling nearly the whole of his second volume, 
is most instructive reading. We have here 
a concise history of the antecedents, the 
events, and the near consequences of the 
Crimean War, in so far as Canning was 
concerned in them, and influenced or 
helped to control them. Mr. Lane- Poole 
seems to offer an adequate defence of 
the ambassador against the most serious 
charges brought against him, and, while 
admitting his defects of manner and 
sometimes of judgment, sets in a true light 
his great merits and the important services 
that he rendered to his country amid 
stupendous difficulties, and to the European 
interests of which he had a far clearer ap- 
prehension, and which he had far more at 
heart, than any of the successive ministries 
in London that he served. Discussion of 





any of the numerous controversial points 
dealt with by Mr. Lane-Poole would, how- 
ever, be out of place in these columns; nor 
need we do more than quote one or two 
instances of the way in which the autocratic 
ambassador asserted himself. Here is a 
characteristic illustration of his bearing 
towards the Turks whom he tried to reform 
in spite of themselves :— 


‘When Sir Lintorn Simmons, then a young 
officer, was about to leave Constantinople on a 
boundary commission, he found himself hindered 
by all kinds of delays on the part of the Otto- 
man grandee who was to act as his colleague. 
The Englishman was ready, but the Turk was 
still peacefully engaged with his chibuk. At last 
Col. Simmons, in despair of ever getting off, 
ventured to apply to the ambassador. ‘ Why 
did you not come before?’ asked Canning, 
and forthwith ordered his horse. But even the 
time needed for saddling was too much for his 
patience, and he dashed off on foot, and breath- 
lessly mounted the narrow streets of Stambol till 
he reached the Porte. In a moment the news 
had spread through every office in the building 
—‘the Buyuk Elchi is here,’ and every man's 
heart dived into his slippers. The Grand Vezir 
received his visitors with precipitate politeness, 
and offered the customary pipes and coffee. ‘I 
have not come here to smoke pipes but to do 
business,’ said the Elchi; ‘and I think it would 
be well if the Sultan’s servants smoked less and 
worked more.—Why is not the Turkish com- 
missioner ready?’ Ina few minutes the matter 
was settled, and by the following morning the 
dilatory official was on his way to the scene of 
negotiation.” 


With his own assistants Canning was apt 
to be as tyrannical as with the Turkish 
officials, but if he was passionate and, when 
in a rage or overpressed with work, un- 
reasonable, his sense of justice generally led 
him to withdraw from the false positions 
in which he placed himself. To this Sir 
John Drummond Hay can testify :— 


‘*There had been a very busy time at the 
Embassy, where Mr. Hay was then acting as 
the Elchi’s private secretary. It was the time 
of the Apostasy question and the disturbances 
at Mount Lebanon, and many despatches had 
to be drawn up and copied for home. For 
more than thirty hours the ambassador and his 
assistant sat at their desks, with but brief inter- 
missions for hurried meals. At last the bag was 
sealed up for the messenger, and Canning ob- 
served that it might be as well to goto bed. It 
was an hour or two after noon. As they were 
leaving the room, the ambassador turned round 
and remarked that he expected a special courier 
presently, and Mr. Hay would have to receive 
and prepare the papers for his chief. Mr. Hay 
made no reply, but inwardly resolved that after 
thirty hours’ strain he would not be baulked of his 
sleep. Accordingly on reaching his bedroom he 
summoned his Greek servant and shewing him 
a pistol informed him that if anybody opened 
his door before six P.M. he would infallibly put 
a bullet into him, no matter who he was. The 
servant retired in consternation, and in due 
course the special messenger arrived with des- 
patches. ‘Where is Mr. Hay?’ was his first 
question. ‘In bed.’ ‘Go and call him.’ ‘If 
you please, sir, he has a pistol athis pillow and 
swears he will shoot the first person who opens 
his door before six.’ Mr. Hay was naturally 
allowed to repose in tranquillity. At six he 
dressed, and very soon a message came that his 
Excellency commanded his presence. He found 
Sir Stratford in no very amiable mood. ‘ What 
is the meaning of this, Mr. Hay ?’—and the am- 
bassador indignantly recounted the messenger’s 
story. Theattaché explained that after thirty hours 
of unremitting work he really could not keep his 
eyes open, ‘D——n your eyes!’ burst from the 
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Elchi’s lips before he could control himself. Mr. 
Hay was not the man to be backward at such an 
invitation. Gracefully combining respect with 
the expletive, he replied ‘D——n your Excel- 
lency’s eyes!’ Upon this Sir Stratford became 
suddenly very grave and stately. ‘I am sending 
off despatches this evening, Mr. Hay,’ he re- 
marked with studied politeness, ‘and you shall 
convey them to England. I shall inform the 
Foreign Secretary that I have no further need 
of your services.’ ‘I shall be ready to start, sir,’ 
replied the attaché, and left the room. While 
he was hastily packing up for his journey, Lady 
anning, who ever acted the part of peacemaker, 
came and besought him to apologize, or at least 
to go and say good-bye to the ambassador. After 
much persuading, he consented to bid his Excel- 
lency farewell. Hardly had he entered the room 
when Sir Stratford had him by the hand, saying 
*My dear Hay, this sort of thing will never do: 
what a very bad temper you have!’ The two 
were firmer friends than ever after this, and Sir 
John Hay now looks back with pride and grati- 
tude to the training he received at the hands of 
the kind if passionate ambassador.” 

Those who hold Stratford Canning in 
part responsible for the Crimean War, and 
who decline to relieve him from blame for 
a share in the blunders incident to it, may 
modify their judgments after reading Mr. 
Lane-Poole’s straightforward narrative, and 
the pieces yustificatives with which itis crowded. 
There should be no doubt, at any rate, as to 
the boldness and generosity of the idea that 
prompted him, amid all political fluctua- 
tions and in spite of all rival hindrances, 
throughout his long connexion with the 
Eastern Question. He believed that the 
corruptions of Ottoman rule were remedi- 
able and ought to be remedied, and that, 
while all wise movements in favour of the 
liberation of its victims and their encourage- 
ment in ways of real progress, as in the 
case of Greece, should be favoured, no out- 
side power, whether France, or Austria, or 
Russia, should be allowed to set up new 
tyrannies south of the Danube, or under 
cover of philanthropy to steal a march on 
English influence or to cripple English in- 
terests in that part of Europe. This was 
the view that he insisted upon during more 
than half a century—after his retirement 
from diplomatic work and when he occasionally 
dened himself in the House of Lords, or 
wrote books and pamphlets on the subject, 
as well as during his long term of active 
service. In other respects his occupations 
and sympathies were various. The favour 
and practical help he accorded to Sir Henry 
Layard and others in their archeological 
researches can never be forgotten; and he 
isto be honoured for much else that had less 
todo with his immediate and special duties 
as English ambassador in Turkey. 


Though he was raised to the peerage in 
1852 as Lord Stratford de Redcliffe, Sir 
Stratford Canning obtained few honours 
during his life, and all such as he obtained 
came tardily. He was in many ways a 

ppointed man, who deemed himself 
hardly used by his contemporaries. It is 
all the more incumbent on _ his survivors 
and successors, therefore, to do full justice 
to his memory, and Mr. Lane-Poole’s 
_ will materially help them to do 
at. 











A Dictionary of the Anonymous and Pseu- 
donymous Literature of Great Britain. By 
the late Samuel Halkett and the late 
Rev. John Laing, M.A. 4 vols. (Edin- 
burgh, Paterson.) 


BIBLIOGRAPHICAL works are necessarily ten- 
tative. Only when a compilation of the 
class is completed and put to the test of 
practical use are shortcomings detected. 
From various sources fresh information 
then flows in, and the materials for a second 
edition are not seldom obtained before the 
first is exhausted. New books and reprints 
multiply at an accelerating rate, and soon 
put works of reference out of date. What is 
even more important is that further infor- 
mation is subsequently obtained concerning 
the volumes mentioned. A work is not 
necessarily of small value because the in- 
formation it supplies stops, as all informa- 
tion must, at a given date. ‘La France 
Littéraire’ of Quérard—one of the most 
useful works of bibliographical reference 
which France, foremost of European coun- 
tries in regard to bibliography, has given 
to the world—deals practically with the 
eighteenth century, and no more. Much 
more ambitious in scheme is the ‘ Manuel du 
Libraire’ of J. Ch. Brunet, probably the 
best known and most serviceable work of 
its class yet given to the world. Within less 
than thirty years of the first publication of 
this monument of industry and erudition, 
four editions had been called for. More 
recently, further and more important addi- 
tions have been made, and in spite of the 
supplement of 1880 a new and enlarged 
edition is again required. 

Before pointing to the errors and short- 
comings of the new ‘Dictionary of Ano- 
nymous and Pseudonymous Literature’ of 
Halkett and Laing, it is but fair to give the 
book the welcome it deserves. Six years 
have been occupied in its publication, while 
the investigations which resulted in its com- 
pilation occupied twenty previous years. 
Apart from the compilers whose names 
appear on the title-page, other scholars have 
contributed to the result, Mr. Wheatley, 
in especial, having confided to the authors a 
large mass of materials drawn together with 
a view to a similar publication. The model 
avowedly taken is the ‘Dictionnaire des 
Ouvrages Anonymes’ of Antoine Alexandre 
Barbier, to whom is due the foundation of 
the libraries of the Louvre, Compiégne, and 
Fontainebleau. The third and best edition 
of this work appeared in 1872 as a continua- 
tion of the second edition of the no less 
useful ‘Les Supercheries Littéraires Dé- 
voilées’ of M. J. M. Quérard. So far as 
any variation of scheme is perceptible be- 
tween the original work and the imitation, 
it is to the advantage of the latter. Where 
possible the English editors have been at 
the trouble to point to the sources of the 
information they supply, a precaution which 
Barbier in most instances neglected. 

It is in many ways a misfortune that the 
two capable editors, respectively Keeper of 
the Advocates’ Library, Edinburgh, and 
Librarian of the New College Library in 
the same city, did not live to see the first 
volume of their joint labours through the 
press. We should have been spared the 
controversy that has of late arisen as to 
the compilation of the index, and it is pro- 





bable, certain even, that some at least of 
the blemishes of omission or misstatement 
in the work would have been removed 
had their lives been prolonged. With its 
faults—and they are not few—upon its 
head, the new dictionary is welcome. Since 
the huge and unremunerated labour of 
Lowndes, this is the most important con- 
tribution that has been made to English 
bibliography. It is a work that no scholar 
can be without, and its simple and 
effective method is now familiar, in the 
volumes previously published, to most 
workers in literature. The defects we point 
out are those which have come under the 
cognizance of one student who has had it 
ever at his elbow, and has derived from it 
constant and valuable assistance. 

The first page is disfigured by an unhappy 
blunder. From an article of M. Philaréte 
Chasles in the Revue des Deux Mondes, a pas- 
sage is quoted dealing with Englishmen 
who have concealed their names: ‘‘ There 
are the innocent and honest, as Defoe; the 
violent and imprudent, like Chatterton; the 
foolish, like Ireland ; the unskilful and the 
calumniators, like Landor; and lastly, the 
expert, like the Scotchman Macpherson, who 
deceived an entire generation of Europe and 
America.” In this curious collocation the 
name ‘‘ Landor”’ is substituted for Lauder, 
the assailant of Milton, a mistake the more 
dangerous as comparatively few readers will 
detect it. 

Among the works to be inserted in the 
second edition soon, we trust, to be supplied 
is ‘The Inhumane Cardinal. A Novel. 
Written by a Gentlewoman for the Enter- 
tainment of the Sex,” London, 12mo., 1696. 
This is by Mrs. Mary Pix. ‘‘ Memoirs of 
the Life of Barton Booth, Esq..... Pub- 
lished by an Intimate Acquaintance of Mr. 
Booth by Consent of his Widow,” London, 
8vo., 1733, is by Benjamin Victor. ‘A 
Letter of Abuse to David Garrick, Esq.,’ 
1757-8, is by George Colman. See Peake’s 
‘ Memoirs of the Colman Family,’ i. 53, note. 
‘A Dissertation on Comedy. By a Student 
of Oxford,” 8vo., 1750, is attributed to 
Hippisley, supposed to be a son of the 
comedian. ‘The Tryal of Colley Cibber 
for writing a Book entitled ‘‘An Apology 
for his Life,”’ 8vo., 1740, is by T. Johnson, 
who signs the preface. ‘ Thingsin General. 
By Laurence Langshank, Gent.,”’ London, 
8vo., 1824, is by Robert Mudie. ‘‘ The Post 
man robb’d of his Mail, &c. By the Best Wits 
of the Present Age,” is assigned—on the very 
dubious evidence of Isaac Reed, who only 
‘‘believes”’ it to be his—to Charles Gildon. 
There is some confusion here. This 
work may be by Gildon. ‘The Post- 
Boy Robb’d of his Mail,’ 2 vols., 1706, a 
quite different work, unmentioned by Hal- 
kett and Laing, is, however, by Gildon, 
whose initials ‘‘C. G.” are affixed to the 
dedication. ‘The Perils of the Nation: an 
Appeal to the Legislature, the Clergy, and 
the Higher and Middle Classes,’ 12mo., 
1843, is assigned to R. B. Seeley. It is 
by Charlotte Elizabeth, 7.¢., Mrs. Phelan, 
née Browne. ‘ The Old Tunes and the New,’ 
by John Blaikie, should be ‘ The Old Times 
and the New.’ ‘The Rival Queans: a 
Comical Tragedy,’ Dublin, 1729, is attri- 
buted in the ‘ Biographia Dramatica’ to 
Colley Cibber. ‘The Pilgrims; or, the 
Happy Converts,’ 4to., 1701, by “ W. H.,” 
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is by William Harrison. There is reason 
for assigning, at least conjecturally, ‘The 
Whole Duty of Man’ and ‘The Gentle- 
man’s Calling’ to William Fulman, who 
passed M.A. at Corpus Christi College, 
Oxford, in 1663; see Notes and Queries, 
Sixth Series, x. 395. ‘The Modish 
Couple,’ 8vo., 1732, a comedy assigned to 
Capt. Bodens both by Genest and the ‘ Bio- 
graphia Dramatica,’ is—according to a long 
and circumstantial note, assumed to be by 
the author, on an interleaved copy of Victor’s 
‘History of the Theatres of London and 
Dublin ’—by the Rev. James Miller, who, in 
consequence of the irritation produced among 
Oxonians by his ‘Humours of Oxford,’ 
made a treaty with Bodens to produce 
the play as his own. ‘Irishmen and Irish- 
women,’ Dublin, 1831, is by George Brit- 
taine, author of ‘Hyacinth O’Gara’ and 
other works. ‘‘H. A. Leverson” is given 
as the name of the Old Shekarry instead 
of H. A. Leveson. The second edition, 1658, 
of ‘A Forest Promiscuous of several Seasons’ 
Productions’ is mentioned instead of the 
first, 1645. ‘Measure for Measure,’ by 
Gildon, 1700, is assigned 84 pages. The 
figures should be reversed—48. ‘ Letters 
on Lord Grey’s Bill,’ &c., col. 1442, is mis- 
placed. ‘Admirable Curiosities, Rarities, 
and Wonders in England, Scotland, and 
Ireland,’ 12mo., 1682, is assigned to Richard 
Burton. There seems reason to suppose 
that the real name of the author of this and 
‘ Strange and Prodigious Religions,’ &c., was 
Nat. Crouch; see Votes and Queries, Sixth 
Series, xii. 108, 212. ‘Ebrietatis En- 
comium; or, the Praise of Drunkenness,’ 
London, 1812, is a translation from Albert 
Henri Sallengre. The name of the trans- 
lator is unknown. ‘Czsar Borgia’ and 
‘Whitefriars’ are ascribed to Miss Jane 
Robinson. The name should be Emma 
Robinson. ‘A Catalogue of the Lords, 
Knights, and Gentlemen that have com- 
pounded for their Estates’ is assigned 
Thomas Dring. Dring is the publisher. 
It would be interesting to learn on what 
authority he is credited with the author- 
ship of a work that has been ascribed 
to Sir W. Dugdale. ‘A Defence of the 
Profession of an Actor,’ London, 8vo., 1800, 
is assigned in a contemporary hand- 
writing to Miss Porter. ‘A Modest Survey 
of that Celebrated Tragedy “The Distrest 
Mother,”’ London, 8vo., 1712, 52 pp., is 
twice assigned in old handwriting to El- 
kanah Settle. The ascription is probably 
correct. ‘‘ The Dramatic Censor: being Re- 
marks upon the Conduct of our most Cele- 
brated Plays. By Several Hands,’’ London, 
1752, is by Samuel Derrick. Further 
instances of omission and error might be 
advanced, and a reference to recent volumes 
of Notes and Queries would probably swell 
the list. In one or two cases the omissions 
are comparatively unimportant. As the 
result of individual investigations, not made 
for the purpose of ascertaining short- 
comings, the list is long enough to justify 
the assumption that the work will ulti- 
mately be largely increased in bulk. As a 
basis, however, the whole is commendable, 
and the. book even in its present shape will 
be warmly welcomed. 














Great Writers —Life of Crabbe. By T. E. 


Kebbel, M.A. (Scott.) 


Crazsse holds a distinct position in our 
poetical literature. He is one of the most 
original writers in the language, taking 
little even from Pope, and still less from 
the distinguished poets with whom he asso- 
ciated during the early years of this cen- 
tury. He stands alone, strong in a native 
vigour that owes almost as little to culture 
as the genius which animated Burns. He 
was not a man of large interests or of wide 
knowledge, and his range of thought 
appears to have been singularly narrow. 
The poet is the lord of lands, and Crabbe’s 
claims as a poetical ruler are incontest- 
able, but his domain is never extensive, and 
far from being wholly beautiful. His son 
hints that at one time his manners were 
repulsive, and in his verse he may be 
often said to attract while he repels. Mr. 
Courthope has well said that his great defect 
is an incurable want of taste. He seldom 
knows where to stop, nor can he distinguish 
between what is familiar and what is mean. 
A great satirist, and a humourist with the 
keenest sense of men’s frailties and follies, 
Crabbe, strange to say, sometimes turns the 
laugh upon himself, and the parody in the 
‘ Rejected Addresses’ can scarcely be said 
to exaggerate his eccentricities of style. 
The couplet, 

Grave Jonas Kindred, Sybil Kindred’s sire, 

Was six feet high and look’d six inches higher, 
was not written by the parodist, but by the 
poet; and 

John Richard William Alexander Dwyer 

Was footman to Justinian Stubbs, Esquire, 
is as good, or as bad, as the lines Smith in- 
tended to burlesque. It was Crabbe’s love of 
realism, and his scorn of the poetical diction 
which in his youthful days was too often 
mistaken for poetry, that led him to dis- 
regard the essentials of the art he practised, 
and print such baldly prosaic lines as the 
following :— 

Something one day occurred about a bill 

That was not drawn with true mercantile skill, 

And I was asked and authorized to go 

To seek the firm of Clutterbuck & Co, 

And there are few of Crabbe’s ‘ Tales’ from 
which couplets of a like character might 
not be extracted. His theory and his 
want of humour led Wordsworth frequently 
to mistake childishness for simplicity, but 
Crabbe is a humourist—Miss Austen said she 
could have married him—and his humour 
should have saved him from spoiling his 
best work as he often does. There is, says 
Mr: Kebbel, “the constant doubt in read- 
ing his finest passages whether we may not 
suddenly stumble over some utterly inap- 
propriate image, or some wretched triviality, 
which destroys half the effect of it.”” Crabbe, 
in fact, is the most slovenly of well-known 
writers in verse, just as Richardson is the 
most slovenly in prose, and he is wholly 
destitute of the verbal felicities after which 
the poets of the present day strive. 

It is rarely that a son isa good biographer: 
he is tempted to exaggerate his father’s 
virtues; it would be unseemly to dwell upon 
his defects; but the life of Crabbe is an 
exception to the rule. It is an admirable 


piece of workmanship, and Mr. Kebbel says 
truly that it must always remain the standard 
work upon the subject. 


In the brief bio- 





graphy before us the author has done his 
utmost to gain fresh information, and he 
has had the pleasure of conversing with g 
lady who remembers Crabbe well, and who, 
when a girl of eighteen, used to stay with 
him at Trowbridge Rectory. Still, it can- 
not be said that he has added anything 
of significance to our knowledge of the 
poet, and the chief interest of this volume 
is to be found in the criticism scattered 
through its pages. It is difficult to agree 
with Mr. Kebbel that Crabbe is, to any large 
extent at least, a disciple of Pope. That 
he should have felt the influence of that 
great satirist and moralist was inevitable, 
since his own art lies partly in the same 
direction ; but beyond the use of the heroic 
couplet the two poets in our judgment have 
hardly anything in common. As an observer 
of nature and of human life, Crabbe’s 
accuracy and y.inful truthfulness are as 
unlike the method and range of Pope as 
that poet’s consummate felicity of expression 
and incisive personal satire are alien to the 
genius of Crabbe. Every poet owes a debt 
to his predecessors, but Crabbe’s debt to 
Pope is so small that he might pay it with- 
out any perceptible diminution of his poetic 
wealth. We venture, too, to think that Mr. 
Kebbel is not quite accurate in the assertion 
that Crabbe’s power of versification is 
scarcely inferior to Dryden’s. He has 
qualities of pathos and passion of which 
the great poet of the Restoration is destitute, 
but the splendour and energy of Dryden’s 
verse can scarcely be exaggerated, and 
where does the reader find in Crabbe “the 
long majestic march and energy divine”? 
Crabbe had little to say of the great 
men with whom he associated in early and 
in later life. Of Burke, according to Moore, 
he could tell nothing beyond a few vague 
generalities; and we look in vain in his 
son’s biography for any serious estimate 
of the poets and men of letters with whom 
he associated in our own century. 
they thought of Crabbe and of his poetry 
we know sufficiently well, and it is interest- 
ing to remember that the admiration of men 
like Johnson, Reynolds, and Burke was felt 
also by Scott and Wordsworth, by Fox and 
Byron. And the poetry that cheered the 
last hours of Charles Fox and of Sir Walter 
Scott, if it has for a time lost its popularity, 
has its living admirers in such judges 
as Cardinal Newman and Mr. Swinburne. 
The latter, in a passage which Mr. Kebbel 
would have done well to quote, observe 
that “‘ the tragic power of Crabbe is as much 
above the reach of Byron as his singularly 
vivid, though curiously limited insight into 
certain shades of character.’”’ Probably 
Crabbe’s greatest admirers are the most 
conscious of the limitation of his genius. 
He has the habit of walking with his face 
earthwards and with his feet in the mud; 
he dwells too minutely on what is painful, 
and we miss in his verse the joy that gives 
wings to the imagination. But no English 
poet since Shakspeare has observed certaiD 
aspects of nature and of human life more 
closely, and in the qualities of sincerity an 
of manliness he has been surpassed by 
none. There is in his poetry no obscurity, n0 
straining after effect, nothing that is false 
or meretricious, and many a young versifier 
of our time who dreads saying a plain thing 
plainly might study him with advantage. 
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Mr. Kebbel’s monograph is worthy of the 
subject, and there is little to dissent from in 
his criticisms. Perhaps the remarks upon 
Cowper are the most open to discussion, but 
the subject cannot be disposed of in a para- 
graph and our space is limited. Whena 
second edition of this pleasant volume is 
called for the writer will no doubt correct 
the error on p. 83, where a title is bestowed 
on Cowper’s ‘“‘ Mary” to which that lady 
has no claim. 








The Court Leet Records of the Manor of Man- 
chester.—Vol. VI. From 1675 to 1687. 
—Vol. VII. From 1731 to 1756. Edited 
by J. P. Earwaker. (Manchester, Black- 
lock & Co.) 

Manor court rolls, except to the genealogist, 

lose much of their interest in the middle 

of the seventeenth century. The civil war 
between Charles and his Parliament, though 
its issues had no relation to what is now 
called ‘‘local government,” affected it pro- 
foundly. In several series of rolls we have 
examined there is a far greater likeness 
between those of the Flantagenets and the 
early Stuart time than between those of 
1630 and 1670. Asthe power of the Justices 


of the Peace grew, that of the manor courts 


dwindled. The fall in the value of money 
also had an effect which could never have 
been anticipated. The fines which it was in 
the power of the manor courts to inflict 
wore calculated on a scale suitable to a time 
when the circulating medium was scarce 
and its purchasing power great; as they 
remained stationary, a man of the time of 
Charles II. could afford to laugh at an 
infliction which had been a terror to his 
forefathers during the Wars of the Roses. 

This decay of interest occurs in the Man- 
chester court leet records as well as in 
almost all the others we have seen; but in 
saying this we must not be understood to 
imply that the labour of the editor and 
printer has been wasted. We are glad to 
welcome these later volumes not only or 
even chiefly because they make the series 
complete, but because they give a per- 
fectly accurate picture, though limited, 
of the state of the town at a most in- 
teresting time, before it had developed any 
of the marvellous industries which have 
made it world renowned, but after it had 
ceased to be the little rural market town 
undistinguishable in character from a hun- 
dred other such which stud the length and 
breadth of England. 

That the court leet between the years 
1675 and 1687 retained a good deal of 
its old power is not to be questioned. 
It could still deal severely with foolish 

ple who, to the great danger of their own 
ves and property as well as those of their 
neighbours, persisted in stacking furze and 
kids—that is, faggote—close to their thatch- 
covered dwellings. Men and women yet got 
into trouble who permitted their pigs to run 
about without collars or yokes on their necks 
and rings in their noses—fines for unyoked 
and “unwringed”’ or ‘‘unwrunged ” swine 
are still of constant occurrence—but we think 
that the prestige of the authority inflicting 
these wholesome punishments had declined. 
Men have always grumbled when their 
selfishness has been thwarted, and few 
things make them more angry than to be 


. 





restrained in petty acts of selfishness. We 
do not think, however, that in Tudor 
times anger would have assumed the form 
which it did in John Traves, a barber, in 
1684. Barbers have the credit of being 
more talkative than ordinary men, and 
what this man said was probably little 
more than noisy chatter; but the scavengers 
seem to have found it impossible to 
compel him to keep the street clean in 
front of his own door. Their present- 
ment is that he ‘‘ sayes hee cares neither for 
officers, court, nor jury, saying wee are all a 
parcell of rogues and High landers, and 
shall not rule over him.” For this freedom 
of speech, which, according to the ruling 
of the court, was ‘false and scandalous,” 
the petulant barber was fined three pounds, 
a large sum when compared with the punish- 
ments inflicted for far graver offences. The 
courtevidently felt with the queen in ‘ Lilliput 
Levee’ that 


Discipline had to be maintained. 


It is decidedly curious to find ‘“ Highlander ” 
used as a term of abuse, much as we 
heard “Irishman” used during the Fenian 
scare. Is it possible that Mr. Traves 
was from the Scotch Lowlands? or was his 
knowledge of Highlanders derived from 
the drovers with whom he may have come 
in contact, supplemented by reminiscences 
of the miscellaneous gathering of Scotch 
loyalists who had followed the Duke of 
Hamilton upwards of thirty years before ? 

Contrasted with the heavy penalty which 
was inflicted on the barber, the use of short 
weights and measures was dealt with most 
leniently. As a consequence a host of 
offenders appears at nearly every court. 
Several of these persons are charged with 
selling ‘‘horse bread’ too light. Bread 
made of coarse meal and bran as horse food 
was common in the Middle Ages, and we 
knew that its use survived in England into 
the last century, but were not prepared to 
find it so constantly in demand as it seems 
to have been. 

In 1681 Richard Williamson was fined 
half a noble for ‘ gettinge clay in the high- 
way and leaveinge a hole to the danger of 
passingers.”” He no doubt dug his clay in 
this most improper place in order to use it 
instead of mortar for building. The mud 
from an unstoned road was often employed 
for this purpose. It was much better than 
that got from the open field or garden, as it 
had become ground up and tempered by 
horses’ feet, and where lime was not to be 
had in plenty ‘‘street muck,” as it was 
called, was the substitute for mortar. In 
Manchester, on a spot near where the 
Infirmary now stands, Mr. Earwaker in- 
forms us, were the Dawb Holes—pits 
where clay had been dug for building 
purposes, and which in a subsequent time 
became pools of water. 

The sixth volume of these records 
ends with the year 1687. The seventh 
volume begins in 1731. The records for 
the intervening years have been lost. 
The volume containing them has never 
been in the possession of the Corpora- 
tion, and there is evidence that it was 
not forthcoming in the year 1826. The 
period that these lost records relate to was 
an important one. Manchester was rapidly 
growing. Could these papers be recovered it 


is probable that we should find incidental 
memoranda which would throw interesting 
light on the origin of the new streets which 
were springing up on all sides of the old 
town. 

The proceedings of the courts as given in 
the seventh volume are much shorter than 
those of former years. The language is 
more concise, but this is not the only reason. 
Either the authorities had become less med- 
dlesome, or the townsfolk more civilized and 
less inclined to violate the by-laws. Men 
yet got into trouble for selling bad meat and 
disposing of butter and other such things 
under weight. Feeding horses in the streets 
and permitting carts and waggons to obstruct 
the highways were still punishable offences. 

The Manchester Corporation has quite 
recently come into the possession of the 
volume of constables’ accounts for the 
years 1743-76. Mr. Earwaker holds out 
hopes that it may in time be printed in full. 
As a specimen he has given the entries 
for the year included between October, 1745, 
and October, 1746. Judging from the frag- 
ment before us, we should assume that the 
whole volume is worthy of publication. 
The entries here given have an additional 
interest in the fact that several of them 
relate to the last time we had civil war in 
the island. Prince Charlie and his men 
were in Manchester on their southward 
march, and passed through it again on their 
retreat. One of the constables for that year, 
William Fowden, was, there can be little 
doubt, a Jacobite at heart. He was tried 
for high treason in 1747, but acquitted on 
the ground that the acts done by him when 
the ‘‘rebels”’ were at Manchester were done 
under compulsion. The entries of various 
sums paid, as it would seem, by order of 
the military authorities are marked in the 
original with red ink. It is probable that 
when the accounts were audited these were 
struck out. Under September 18th, 1746, 
we meet with, ‘‘Expences tending the 
Sheriff this morn, Syddall & Deacon’s heads 
put up.” These were the heads of two un- 
fortunates who had endured the terrible 
punishment for high treason on Kennington 
Common. They were both Manchester men. 
Deacon was the son of a nonjuring clergy- 
man, and Syddall was the sonof a wig-maker 
who had suffered death for the part he took 
in the rising of 1715. They were made 
prisoners at Carlisle. After their execution 
the heads were preserved in spirits and 
were put up upon the Manchester Exchange, 
but not till seven weeks after their sen- 
tence had been carried out. 

Mr. Earwaker has discharged his duties 
as editor with great care. We have not 
been able to detect any errors. The genea- 
logical notes which were so valuable a 
feature of the former volumes occur but 
rarely in that relating to 1731-1756. This 
is not the fault of the editor, but of the 
compilers of the volume. In the earlier 
records we are almost always informed 
how people succeeded to the property which 
gave them a qualification. In later years 
this was not so. The names stand by 
themselves without any note of kinship, and 
therefore it is in most instances impossible 
for the editor to identify them. 
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Leaves from an Egyptian Note-Book.

Canon Taytor went to Egypt to see how 
good the Egyptians were, and behold they 
were very good. Unluckily Europeans do not 
become intimately acquainted with the most 
private feelings and principles of an Eastern, 
and above all a Mohammedan, people in a 
month or two. According to their personal 
bent they see the best or the worst of the 
society they enter, but seldom or never see 
both. Some travellers are convinced that the 
morals of the fair sex in the Nile valley are 
the lowest in the world—simply because 
they only met one sort, and perhaps only 
wanted to meet one. Canon Taylor, on the 
other hand, declares that ‘‘the home is more 
sacred in the East than in the West,” and 
that the harem is ‘‘the sanctuary of connu- 
bial bliss’””—simply because he only visited 
such homes, and wished to find them pure 
and sacred. What he says may be true 
enough of the best section of Cairo society ; 
but it is a mistake to argue from too limited 
an induction, and Canon Taylor’s generaliza- 
tions must be taken with great reserve. 

Even when he speaks of quite the most 
educated class—a very restricted one, of 
course—he exaggerates their merits; and 
some of his statements evince a credulity 
which can only be explained by his parti 
pris. One would really imagine in reading 
these enthusiastic pages that the writer had 
rediscovered the amiable Pheeacians or had 
sojourned among the blameless Ethiopians, 
so wonderful and touching is the gentle 
goodness he depicts. No doubt he had able 
ciceront ; he was shown the very finest speci- 
mens, and carefully kept out of the slums— 
for there are slums, even in Cairo. It was 
by no accident, we may be sure, that the 
first Moslem gentleman he was introduced 
to was discovered—as when the drop-scene 
lifts—with ‘ Bouddha et sa Religion’ in his 
hand and the ‘ Vie de Jésus’ by his side; and 
that the next Egyptian proved to be deeply 
absorbed in the differential calculus. ‘‘How 
many morning calls would one have to pay 
in London,” cries the delighted visitor, 
“before coming across hosts so intelligent 
and accomplished?” Not many perhaps, if 
you called upon Fellowsof the Royal Society ; 
but what a cheerful amusement morning 
calling would be if the differential calculus 
formed the staple of light conversation ! 

But, leaving out Admirable Crichtons of 
this sort, it is a pleasure to notice many un- 
mistakable proofs that education, tolerance, 
and the desire for social and intellectual im- 
provement really exist in Egypt, and in a 
larger degree than most people suppose. 
Canon Taylor gives examples of the mathe- 
matical proficiency of Cairo schoolboys 
which are decidedly encouraging, and the 
statement (if correct) that the Sheykh of the 
Azhar was anxious to have 1,200 of his 
students trained in physical science is more 
hopeful still. That much of this is due to 
the civilizing influence of English rule is 
likely enough, and Canon Taylor makes the 
suggestion that the good effect should be 
increased by attracting Egyptian gentlemen 
to an English university, instead of letting 
them go, as very many do, to Paris for their 
‘¢ finishing.” 


On the subject of the British occupation 


there was but one opinion: it was dis-

' tinctly beneficial, and the Egyptians grace- 
fully admitted that they were not fit to 
govern themselves, and might not be for 
another fifty years. Of course they said so— 
they are a courteous people; but how much 
they meant of all they said is doubtful. 
They succeeded in pleasing their visitor 
if they do not convince the judicious reader. 
They are more candid when they speak of 
the English officials; frankly they do not 
like them—“ we do not like irritating inter- 
ference.” Of course not. It is the old 
Turkish complaint that those irritating Eng- 
lishmen spoil so many nice little jobs. Even 
Canon Taylor admits that “‘ the standard of 

ersonal honour” is not the same in the 

gyptian and the English gentleman, and 
very properly remarks that if Egypt is to 
be governed by natives they must be trained 
here. He is, perhaps, over sanguine when 
he says that the British soldier is not un- 
popular in Cairo. Of course the people 
like his money, but they do not admire his 
morals. Donkey boys get many piastres, 
however, from Tommy Atkins, and we can 
readily believe the story of the boy who, 
when asked whom he preferred, the English 
or the Egyptian soldier, replied, ‘‘ Me like 
English soldier best.” ‘““Why?” “ Because 
English soldier only beat Arab boy when 
him drunk; Egyptian soldier beat Arab 
boy always.” 

The chapter on polygamy will be read 
with special interest. ‘The facts of the case 
are not new—Lane and Mr. Bosworth Smith 
have said the same thing—but they are 
little realized in England. People commonly 
imagine a Moslem household as composed 
of four wives and innumerable concubines, 
and do not stop to reflect how this establish- 
ment is to be supported—and kept in order. 
The truth is that polygamy is dying out in 
Egypt. ‘‘C’est impossible d’étre juste a 
quatre femmes,”’ said one apologist of mono- 
gamy, and, if that is not reason enough, the 
expense will account for the large proportion 
of Cairo pashas who are content, like any 
bishop, to be the husband of one wife. A 
pasha in the best society could only think of 
two of his friends who had more than one, 
and Canon '‘iaylor affirms that hardly five 
per cent. of the population of Egypt is poly- 
gamous. We doubt if this is true of the 
lower town classes; and the facility of divorce, 
necessitated by the want of proper acquaint- 
ance before marriage, encourages a sort of 
seriatim polygamy, which ought not to be 
excluded from the reckoning. There is no 
question, however, that the feeling in the 
better classes against both polygamy and 
divorce is growing. They are already not 
| quite respectable. As female education im- 
proves in Egypt they will become obsolete. 

So much has been written about Canon 
Taylor’s peculiar views on the approxima- 
tion of Islam to Christianity that it is un- 
necessary here to do more than express a 
doubt whether he has not gravely misunder- 
stood the character and foundations of the 
_Mohammedan religion. Still, his liberal 
| views deserve consideration and will do 
| good. Rather incongruous, but happily 
| phrased, are some recollections of a winter 
‘at Luxor, where the visitors saw the 
| Southern Cross, which is commonly reported 

to be invisible north of Philz.

Miss Foruerciiu’s latest story runs a 
pleasant, if meandering course through 
its three volumes. To make a novelist’ 
previous work the bed of Procrustes on which 
all his succeeding writings are stretched as 
they appear is an odious and undesirable 
process, but one, unfortunately, which it is 
not easy to avoid. Suffice it to say that 
from the point of view of composition Miss 
Fothergill has done stronger and more con- 
centrated work than in the present instance, 
The plot—or rather the plan of her new 
romance, for of plot, strictly speaking, 
there is but little—is diffuse, not to say 
slipshod (the besetting sin of English 
novels) ; and when the youngest heroine 
takes up her own parable, as she is made to 
do from time to time, the effect is more con- 
fusing than dramatic. On the other hand, the 
sketches of North-country life and scenery 
are true and healthy. The beautiful and 
rigid Alice Ormerod, with her hopeless, but 
well-controlled affection for as poor a figureot 
aman as could well have come in her way, is 
a strong and living type, certainly the most 
successful piece of character drawing in the 
book. We find, as usual, a great deal of 
music in combination with plenty of morals. 
The youthful heroine with a genius for 
Sanskrit and Greek roots undoubtedly causes 
a shock at first to the weak-minded reader, 
but since she is as pleasant and high-minded 
and good-looking as the other chief actors 
in the story this little drawback is soon over- 
looked. Poor Lucy Barraclough, the bale- 
ful enchantress of the miserable creature 
Brian, is well delineated, and meets with 
hard measure. The subdued pathos of the 
last scene, the meeting again of Alice 
Ormerod and this same Brian, forms a good 
conclusion to a pretty story. 

Miss Gerard can tell a story with con- 
siderable rio and artistic skill, and ‘ Ortho- 
dox’ is light and even brilliant. The writer 
knows the locality well, and also fairly 
well her people. Indirectly she treats—as 
she has done before—of the social aspect 
of a class, and this time presents, quite 
vividly and without a touch of heaviness in 
description or disquisition, the position of 
the Jews in Poland. Her story is not what 
is called ‘‘ powerful,” but it has, at any 
rate, both picturesque and human interest, 
and now and then displays a real turn for 
dramatic expression and the portraiture of 
passionate feeling. Again, the sketch of 
the younger sister of the beautiful Jewish 
heroine, with her sharp commercial faculty 
and her “ rational’’ proclivities, is a clever 
thing in its way; and so is the grim picture 
of the religious fanaticism of the orthodox 
Jew, against which natural affection and 
even self-interest are as naught. And with 
all Miss Gerard’s decision of handling and 
directness of outline the presence is to be 
remarked of (as it were) “ far-awayness ” of 
touch, which imparts a real imaginative

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slamour to what, in any case, might _be 
described as a well-written and interesting 


wy author of ‘Behind Closed Doors’ 
has, since the success of ‘The Leavenworth 
Case,’ taken a considerable place in the 
school of Gaboriau and Du Boisgobey. Her 
most recent book will sustain her reputation. 
Police stories should satisfy two conditions : 
first, that the mystery or the ee ogeag of 
the crime should be kept in doubt as long 
as possible, and second, that the explanation 
should be satisfactory. ‘Behind Closed 
Doors’ fulfils the first condition excellently, 
so well, indeed, that the inadequate fulfil- 
ment of the second is not very strongly felt. 
To those who are satisfied with a work of 
fiction if it can make them forget the worries 
of the hour the book can be unhesitatingly 
recommended. 

‘The King of Folly Island’ is one of a 
number of stories reprinted from several 
American magazines. It is not quite easy 
to understand the author’s popularity in 
America. She writes well, her stories are 
cleverly begun, and often she shows a good 
deal of power of presenting individuality ; 
but she is sadly wanting in the gift of con- 
struction, and seems to come to an end with- 
out knowing what she was driving at. To 
read her stories, therefore, is to suffer a 
sories of disappointments. 








SCHOOL-BOOKS, 

Longmans’ New Historical Readers. —Sketches 
from British History for Standard IV. By F. 
York Powell. (Longmans & Co.)—In this book 
Mr. York Powell has succeeded in the highly 
difficult task of making history interesting to 
very young children. Most of the stories are 
exceedingly well chosen, and nothing can be 
better than the way in which they aretold. The 
author has always kept in mind the necessity of 
using an exceedingly clear and simple style. It 
is difficult to imagine anything better adapted 
for its purpose than the chapters on Bruce and 
Sidney or the tales of the Borders and the High- 
lands. The book is so good that we must regret 
that a few chapters have been admitted, which, 
however excellent in themselves, are perhaps a 
little out of place here. The chapters on Par- 
liament and the Black Death are too advanced 
for the very young readers for whom the book is 
written. An opposite objection applies to the 
stories of the sons of Us-nec and of Bee-wolf. 
These will be found almost too interesting, and 
are likely to make the children find the purely 
historical portion rather tame in comparison. 
The superior picturesqueness of legend over his- 
tory is already a difficulty to the teacher, and it 
is a pity to increase it. There is too much in 
the way of poetical extract. Only actual ex- 
perience in teaching young children can make 
one realize how little they care for poetry unless 
it tells a story in the very simplest and clearest 
fashion. Even the tale of the fight between 
Barton and the Howards almost requires to have 
prefixed to it a brief prose argument such as 
might be extracted from Scott’s ‘Tales of a 
Grandfather.’ The vocabulary is generally well 
done. But should not a small numeral be 
placed by each word explained there, so that 
the children, when they come to a difficult word, 
may know at once whether the vocabulary will 
help them? In the list of dates at the end there 
is an error in the date of Trafalgar. And would 
it not be better to put the usual date (1707) for 
the union of the English and Scotch Parlia- 
ments ? 


Longmans’ New Historical Readers,—An Easy 
Ilistory of England. First Course, dealing more 
especially with Social History, for Standard V. 





—Second Course, dealing more especially with 
Political History, for Standards VI. and VII. 
By S. R. Gardiner. (Longmans & Co.)—Those 
who know Prof. Gardiner’s other elementary 
history books are aware how perfectly he under- 
stands the art of writing for young children. 
But in these new publications he has so few 
pages at his disposal that it would perhaps have 
been better—in the First Course at all events— 
to select only certain episodes, as Mr. York 
Powell has done. Much of what Prof. Gardiner 
has written is, of course, most interesting; and 
many of his paragraphs are models of clear and 
simple exposition. But the attempt to give 
the outlines of the whole story in so small a 
space can hardly be completely successful. It 
would surely be advisable to limit still further 
the number of names and events admitted. 
Philip III. and IV. of Spain, the names of the 
Cabal, the minor battles in the Civil War, 
&c., might be struck out with advantage. 
On the other hand, some mention of Clive 
should certainly be made in the Second Course, 
and perhaps also of the siege of Calais. The 
chapters drawn from the Paston Letters would 
come better in the First Course (“Social His- 
tory”). The account of Simon de Montfort in 
the First Course is misleading. It leaves the 
impression that De Montfort was merely the 
leader of the barons. Surely in any account of 
him something like the excellent paragraph in 
the Second Course (“he took up the cause not 
only of the barons, but of all Englishmen 
alike”) should find a place. In the Second 
Course ‘‘ Warwick” is written for Worcester, and 
in both books the Black Death is omitted in 
the table of dates at the end, and the eldest 
sons of Henry VII. and James I. are not 
found in the genealogical tables. Arthur, at 
all events, should be inserted, as he is re- 
ferred to in the text. The books are excellently 
got up, the type being particularly good and 
clear, and the illustrations in many instances 
exceedingly effective. 

A First History of the English People: James 
I. to Victoria. By Amy Baker. 2 vols. (Son- 
nenschein & Co.)—We have already noticed the 
first instalment of Miss Baker’s history. She 
has in the present volumes, as in her earlier 
ones, followed her authorities too closely. 
Surely, even in an elementary book, so exact 
a transcript from Macaulay as we find in 
much of pp. 1-6, vol. ii. should not have been 
admitted without acknowledgment. The aim 
of the author in limiting herself to the 
mention of only the greatest names and events 
is so good that one hardly likes to speak of 
omissions. But there are a few of these so 
serious that they cannot be passed over. Mars- 
ton Moor and the loss of the North to the king 
are unaccountably omitted. There is no men- 
tion of the Courts of Star Chamber and High 
Commission in the account of the tyranny ; and 
not a word of Charles I.’s wars with France 
and Spain —so important as illustrating the 
character and home policy of the king. Occa- 
sionally a positive mistake has been allowed 
to creep in; e.g., the reference to ‘‘ Holland” 
as belonging to Spain in Louis XIV.’s reign 
—‘‘Lord” Grenville for George Grenville — 
the too early use of the terms Whig and Tory. 
The references to the freeing of the press and to 
the events leading to the Treaty of Utrecht 
should be rewritten. The remarks on the land 
question and on India—especially the latter — 
are far too political for a “ first history”; and 
the paragraphs on literature are so uninteresting 
and uncritical that they had better be omitted 
altogether. Some difficult terms (e.g., “ imposi- 
tions’’) appear to be left unexplained. And it 
is difficult sometimes to see on what principle 
the ‘‘ specific dates” are selected ; e.g., why the 
war with China, the Methodist revival, &c., 
should be chosen in preference to Trafalgar and 
the Scotch Covenant. The Solemn League and 
Covenant, we may say in passing, is omitted 


; altogether in the table. 





OUR LIBRARY TABLE, 


In Reminiscences of Two Exiles and Two Wars 
(Kegan Paul, Trench & Co.) the venerable Prof. 
Newman does something towards performing a 
task which, he considers, was imposed upon him 
long ago. “‘ When the two Hungarian celebrities, 
Kossuth and Pulszky, quitted England in 1860,” 
he says, ‘‘ Pulszky told me they were glad to 
leave behind in mE one Englishman who knew 
all their secrets and could be trusted to expound 
them.” In this little volume, however, he dis- 
closes very few secrets, and his expositions are 
too vague to be of much value. Nearly every- 
thing of importance that he tells, indeed, has 
already been more fully told, and, as he fre- 
quently reminds us that he speaks from 
memory, he may be excused for being 
often in error as to dates and facts. His 
main effort is, apparently, to show that the 
Crimean War might have been averted had Eng- 
land supported the Hungarian patriots in their 
defiance of Austria, and that it would have had 
much better results than those he attributes to 
it had English statesmen prosecuted it, when it 
became inevitable, with the vigour and on the 
lines recommended by Kossuth and Pulszky. 
On neither of these points are his revelations or 
his arguments conclusive. 


PousLisHED as long ago as 1814, Dunlop's 
History of Prose Fiction has at last been in- 
cluded in ‘‘Bohn’s Standard Library,” and in 
this way brought within the reach of the general 
public, Messrs. Bell having issued a useful 
reprint of it in two volumes. A considerablo 
book in its time, and a serviceable book even 
now, it has been edited with all possible respect 
by Mr. Henry Wilson, who hasrewritten Dunlop’s 
chapter on the cycle of the Graal, added a goodly 
number of notes—the work of himself, and 
Liebrecht, and Mr. Henry Jenner—and dealt 
in a long series of appendices with fiction in 
Germany, Russia, and Scandinavia, leaving, for 
some unaccountable reason, the later and greater 
developments of the novel in England and France 
—from Walter Scott to Dickens and Thackeray, 
and from Chateaubriand and De Sénancour to 
the last expression of naturalism—untouched. 
The usefulness of this series of appendices is, 
we may add, as questionable as the magnitude 
of Mr. Wilson’s omissions is imposing. Hither 
(as it seems to us) they should have been re- 
served, with some account of the French and 
English novels of the nineteenth century, for a 
separate volume, or they should have been left 
unwritten. When we take leave of Dunlop he 
is discoursing of novels so remote as ‘ Peter 
Wilkins’ and ‘Gaudentio di Lucca’; and we 
have but to pass into the appendix to find 
ourselves engaged in the discussion of 
Count Tolstoi and Herr Heyse. For the 
rest, these appendices are scarce in keeping 
with the book to which they are attached. 
Of what may be called comparative fiction 
Dunlop had scarcely a notion; he lived in 
an age that knew nothing of, and cared no- 
thing for, folk-lore; and he was in no wise 
interested in examining the common material 
of fiction, as he was in no sense capable of 
tracing the connexion between the imaginative 
output of race and race, or resolving the stuff of 
romance into its primary elements. His book, 
therefore, is much more a dictionary of plots 
and incidents than a scientific history of fiction. 
What he does is to tell the story of novel after 
novel as he has read them in the languages with 
which he was acquainted. Viewed in that light, 
his work will always have a certain value. It is 
(as it were) of the week before last, and the 
notes which have been added to it are (so to 
speak) of the day before yesterday. But it will 
always be of a certain use to the student of 
fiction, and though its criticisms are often un- 
sound, and its conclusions (such as they are) are 
altogether unscientific, it has a real right to 
exist, and its inclusion in a popular series was 
only a matter of time and editorial energy. 
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Posthumous Humanity: a Study of Phantoms. 
By Adolphe d’Assier. Translated and annotated 
by Henry S. Olcott, President of the Theo- 
sophical Society. (Redway.)—Tartarin is not 
the only famous man of Tarascon, nor his Taras- 
con the only celebrated one, for at a Tarascon 
further to the south dwells an academician of 
Bordeaux, M. Adolphe d’Assier. Mr. Olcott 
thinks there are grounds for the belief that in a 
previous state of existence he was a Brahman. 
His present existence began March 9th, 1827, 
and in 1848, while a student at the Ecole 
Polytechnique, he enlisted as a volunteer in the 
artillery, but soon gave up soldiering and com- 
pleted his scientific studies. In 1850 he visited 
Brazil, and in 1863 wrote on that country in 
the Revue des Deux Mondes, He lost his sight 
in 1870, but manfully works on, and is writing a 
book called ‘ Essai de Philosophie Naturelle’ in 
three parts, “Le Ciel,” “La Terre,” “ L’Homme.” 
He was bred a Catholic, but became a follower 
of Auguste Comte. Such is the author. His 
editor is pretty well known, but in this book 
gives numerous interesting pictures of himself. 
In his ‘‘Translator’s Preface,” which is dated 
‘‘ Adyar, Madras, 1887,” he says :— 

“TI venture to affirm, as the result of this ex- 
perience, that in the India of to-day there can be 
found, with diligent search, ample proof of the 
reality of phenomena like those described by M. 
«’Agsier, and even of phases he omits to mention. 
There are here true adepts of white magic, and prac- 
titioners of black sorcery ; mediums ; mesmerists ; 
‘living phantoms’ a om ‘posthumous phan- 
toms’ haunting their houses and obsessing their 
relatives ; vampires, living and dead ; wehr-wolves, 
or temporary metamorphoses of the human Double 
into animal shapes ; blightings of persons, animals, 
trees, and crops by malignant will-currents or ‘ evil- 
eye’; criminal subjections of persons to another's 
will; ascetics in possession of herbs, minerals and 
preparations capable of effecting results that might 
almost be called miraculous; others who have 
metallurgical secrets, of which that of the solidifi- 
cation of mercury by a vegetable juice is a striking 
yet byno means the greatest example.” 

He states that at Chittenden, U.S.A., he saw 
seventeen ghosts in one evening and five hun- 
dred in three months. He believes that a well- 
mesmerized sword is a protection against certain 
low classes of spectres. He also believes that 
the deceased daughters of Mr. Morell Theobald 
in London lit fires, boiled water, “and performed 
quite a round of domestic duties.” The editor 
would have the reader believe that his author is 
a man of science, yet D’Assier speaks of a vessel 
sailing along near Newfoundland frozen hard to 
an iceberg, and is so ignorant of the history of 
chemistry that he believes that in 1545 Dr. 
Laguna could prove by analysis the presence 
in an ointment of the alkaloids of conium, hyos- 
cyamus, belladonna, and mandrake. The author’s 
only personal experience of anything resembling 
the phenomena he writes about is a single dream. 
He dreamt at Barcelona that his mistress, whom 
he had left dying of consumption in Paris, was 
dead, and she proved to be so. This led him to 
believe in apparitions and in what he calls “a 
posthumous personality.” He read some tales 
of wraiths and ghosts, and came to believe that 
every living man has a ghostly double. It was 
but one step further, which he soon took, to the 
belief that not only all men, but all beasts, have 
such adouble. Such was the slender basis of 
his faith and the vast structure raised upon it. 
The rest of the book is a collection of witchcraft 
stories and mesmeric stories filled out with 
imbecile remarks in which the phraseology of 
science, but neither its ideas nor its methods, 
is blended with the thoughts and expressions of 
gross ignorance and abject superstition. The 
foot-notes of Mr. Olcott cap the absurdities of 
the text with still greater absurdities. The book 


does not contain a single well-grounded con- 
clusion. 


We have received from Mr. John Hogg a 
revised edition of Mr. H. R. Fox Bourne's 
excellent The Story of our Colonies, first pub- 
lished nineteen years ago, a history of the past 








of our various colonies and of our colonial 
empire as a whole, 


AnoTHER work which to some extent touches 
on subjects closely related to those handled by 
Mr. Fox Bourne is From Poverty to Plenty; or, 
the Labour Question Solved, by Mr. W. L. Rees, 
a New Zealand writer, published by Messrs. 
Wyman & Sons. The writer advocates Govern- 
ment help to emigration, and, admitting that 
the colonies would not receive large numbers 
of poor emigrants, he wishes, apparently, that 
capital should be placed at the disposal of those 
going out. But the English constituencies do 
not support State aid to emigration, let alone 
‘‘ capital.” Mr. Rees is not a safe guide—witness 
his statement that ‘‘in extent of habitable 
territory any one of the great groups of colonies 
would well-nigh double” ‘‘ France, Germany, 
and Russia” ‘‘ combined.” This is a ridiculous 
exaggeration, or rather a downright blunder. 
France, of course, cannot count at all, and 
Germany hardly at all in such a comparison, 
but Russia, between Germany and the Pacific, 
has a habitable territory compared with which 
even that of the Canadian Dominion is but small. 
If Mr. Rees is thinking of ‘‘ European Russia,” 
we can assure him that there is no frontier to 
be drawn between European and Asiatic Russia, 
and that this geographer’s distinction is utterly 
arbitrary and unreal. Central Siberia and 
Russian Turkestan are far better countries 
than a large part of South and West Australia, 
and the worst parts of habitable Siberia compare 
favourably, except as regards carriage, with the 
province of Quebec. 


THe best of the handbooks to the Local 
Government Act that we have as yet seen is one 
by Mr. Hobhouse, M.P., and Mr. Fanshawe, 
published by Messrs. W. Maxwell & Son under 
the title of The County Councillor's Guide. We 
have tested it on three of the most diflicult 
points, on which all the previous handbooks 
except one have been wrong and on which that 
one was silent. On two of these points the 
present handbook is silent, but on the other it 
contains a full and accurate observation in a 
note. The handbook gives, in addition to the 
Local Government Act and the Municipal Cor- 
porations Act, the portions of the Public Health 
Act which are incorporated in the Local Govern- 
ment Act. 


Tue new number of the Torch, which is just 
published, contains a portrait of the late Mr. 
R. A. Proctor, with a bibliography of his astro- 
nomical and other works ; also a revised list of 
English and American magazines and reviews. 
The bibliography of Australasia, commenced in 
a former number, is continued. 


WE have received from Berlin the Oriental- 
ische Bibliographie, Vol. II. Pt. I. The Eng- 
lish agents are Messrs. Williams & Norgate. 
No. 65 of the Catalogue of the National Library 
of Florence has also been received. 


THE second volume of Mr. Howlett’s edition 
of Roger of Wendover (Eyre & Spottiswoode) is 
now before us, and covers the period 1204-1230. 
The chronicle is familiar to students from the 
previous edition by the English Historical 
Society. 


Mr. IncRram is 80 generally recognized as the 
chief living authority on Poe that the addition 
of a reprint of Poe’s Complete Poetical Works 
and Essays on Poetry, accompanied- by notes 
and a memoir from Mr. Ingram’s pen, to the 
‘*Chandos Classics” of Messrs. Warne & Co., 
will be widely welcomed. The annotations con- 
tain much bibliographical information, and the 
collection of Poe’s poetry is the most complete 
that has been issued. The same publishers have 
added to their ‘‘ Crown Library” a convenient 
reprint of Cooper's Pionecrs.—Messrs. Macmillan 
have commenced two important reprints: one a 
reissue of Kingsley’s most popular works, begun 
with the admirable romance of Westward Ho! 
of which a new edition was certainly due on the

Yonge’s novels, of which The Heir of Red. 
clyffe is naturally the first instalment, Both 
editions show the usual good taste of the pub. 
lishers. The portrait of Kingsley is capital, 
Miss Greenaway’s illustrations derive a certain 
piquancy from their lack of harmony with the 
tone of Miss Yonge’s story, written without , 
suspicion that Queen Anne would ever come to 
life again, or the early Georges either. A new 
edition of The Reverberator of Mr. Henry James 
has been issued by Messrs. Macmillan, who 
further send us a cheap reprint of Mr. Norris's 
Chris.—My Novel fills two volumes of the 
‘* Pocket Edition” of Lord Lytton’s novels which 
Messrs. Routledge are issuing. The same firm 
have added Shelley's Early Poems and Mr. Clement 
Scott’s clever Lays and Lyrics to their ‘‘ Pocket 
Library.”—Mr. Fisher Unwin has started what 
he terms, not very felicitously, a ‘‘ Novel Series” 
with reprints of Mr. Wemyss Reid’s Gladys 
Fane and Mrs. Clifford’s remarkable tale Mrs,

able ‘‘ National Library.” Ascham, Steele, 
Defoe, Johnson, and Sir W. Petty are among 
the prose writers included in the recent issues; 
Shakspeare and Scott among the poets.

MR. W. GIFFORD PALGRAVE. 


Last week we recorded with much sadness the 
death (at Monte Video on the 30th of September) 
of Mr. William Gifford Palgrave, Minister Resi- 
dent and Consul-General to the Republic of 
Uruguay. We have said with much sadness, for 
that must always be the feeling experienced in 
recording the end of a career which, though dis- 
tinguished, has not attained the full development 
of its early promise. Certainly those who knew 
Gifford Palgrave’s special qualifications would 
not have expected that a man with such complete 
command over Eastern matters would have ended 
his days as official representative of the British 
Government in South America. Such, however, 
is the irony of fate. To go back to the early 
days of the subject of our memoir, W. G. Pal- 
grave—the second son of the late Sir Francis 
Palgrave, K.H., and Elizabeth Turner, one of 
the daughters of Mr. Dawson Turner, a banker 
at Great Yarmouth—was born at 22, Parliament 
Street, Westminster, on January 24th, 1826. 
With his three brothers (of whom the eldest 
is Francis Palgrave, now Poetry Professor at 
Oxford, the third is Inglis Palgrave, F.RS., 
and the fourth is Reginald Palyrave, now Clerk 
of the House of Commons), Gifford Palgrave 
was educated at the Charterhouse, then occupy- 
ing its original site near Smithfield, and under 
the head-mastership of Dr. Saunders. after- 
wards Dean of Peterborough. At school, as be- 
fore he went to it, Gitfurd Palgrave showed signs 
of unusual ability. Among other honours he 
won the school gold medal for classical verse, 
and proceeded to Trinity College, Oxford, where 
he obtained a scholarship, graduating First 
Class Lit. Hum., Second Class Math., 1846, his 
devotion to the college boat probably having 
prevented him from attaining equal honours in 
both schools. 

The East by this time had opened its attrac- 
tions to him. He went straight from college to 
India, and served for a time in the 8th Regiment, 
Bombay Native Infantry. H.IC. Shortly after 
this he became a Roman Catholic, was ordained 
a priest, and joined the order of the Jesuits, 
working with much energy as a missionary in 
Southern India. Eventually returning westward, 
he continued his labours in Syria, and accu- 
mulated that vast fund of knowledge of Arabic 
and Eastern lore which rendered him an almost 
unequalled master of these subjects. It was 
his intimate acquaintance, not only with Arab 
literature, but with Eastern life and thought, that 
led to his being, in 1862 and 1863, employed by 
the late Emperor of the French in that dangerous 
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journey of exploration in Central and Eastern 
Arabia that gave the opportunity for the pub- 
lication of the history of his adventures, a narra- 
tive which placed him at once among the best- 
known and most distinguished of Eastern tra- 
vellers. The two volumes, ‘ Central and Eastern 
Arabia,’ have become such familiar acquaintances 
in many English families that it is scarcely need- 
ful to reproduce here the thread of the narrative. 
The scene which describes his appearance in the 
garb and character of an Arab doctor; the inge- 
nuity with which he traced out the habits of life 
of his patients before he would undertake their 
treatment; the courage with which he pro- 
ceeded to Riad, the capital of Nejed, the centre 
of Wahabee power and fanaticism, though pro- 
vided with a treacherous letter of supposed safe- 
conduct, the intention of which was to commend 
him at once to the executioner; the skill with 
which he baffled his foes ; the flight from Riad ; 
the shipwreck on the coast near Muscat, in the 
Sea of Oman—all these and many more thrilling 
incidents have made the two volumes in which 
they are described among the most popular 
books of travel of the day. Nor is the interest 
in them confined to the story of the journey. 
They are full of brilliant passages containing 
stores of information on Eastern life and Eastern 
history. The Wahabee sect, their mode of 
life, their government, the very country they 
lived in—all these and much more were set 
before the eyes, we may say without hyperbole, 
of the European public in a manner which 
never before had been thought of. About the 
time of the publication of these volumes Gifford 
Palgrave separated himself from the Jesuit body. 
Soon after he entered the diplomatic service of 
the English Government, and was appointed 
consul at Soukhoum Kalé¢ in 1866, and moved to 
Trebizond in 1867. In 1868 he married Kathe- 
rine, the daughter of George Edward Simpson, 
of Norwich, by whom he has left three sons. 
He was appointed consul at St. Thomas and St. 
Croix 1873, Manila 1876, and in 1878 in Bul- 
garia, where he was appointed Consul-General. 
n 1879 he was moved to Bangkok. The climate 
of Siam told heavily on his health, much under- 
mined by many hardships and dangerous adven- 
ture. In 1884 he was appointed to be Minister 
Resident and Consul-General to Uruguay. 

Besides his great work on ‘Central Arabia’ 
Gifford Palgrave published a volume of ‘ Essays 
on Eastern Questions,’ full of the varied infor- 
mation he had gathered during many years of 
wandering and study—for with him the two 
occupations, observation and thought, were ever 
combined. ‘Hermann Agha,’ an Eastern narra- 
tive, followed, and a very interesting sketch of 
‘Dutch Guiana.’ The last published volume, 
‘Ulysses,’ a series of brilliant essays the subjects 
of which were provided by the varied scenes he 
had travelled through, is sufficiently described 
by its name. It is understood that he was en- 
gaged up to the time of his death on another 
work of great and varied interest, in the pre- 
paration of which he had taken a special plea- 
sure, and it is hoped that this was sufficiently 
advanced to admit of publication. 

A word or two from the writings of a man 
enables us to realize him sometimes more vividly 
than any description. It is beyond the power 
of any one to place before the reader the 
brilliant conversation, the vigorous power of 
description, the vast funds of erudition and of 
anecdote, the quickness of affection, the vivid 
personality, which marked Gifford Palgrave. 
The poems at the close of the story of ‘ Hermann 
Agha’ give perhaps as close an insight into the 
character of the writer as any short quotation 
from his works, owing to their power of obser- 
vation, their tone of merriment not unmixed 
with sadness, their warmth of feeling :-— 

. After years ; 
From the never of those years, 
From the waste whose dews are tears, 
Thus we pluck the evermore 


Of the sunlight Eden shore,—- 
After years, 





A BUDDHIST “GRAIL LEGEND.” 


I am much indebted to Mr. Bendall for his 
reference (Athen. Sept. 22nd) to the Buddhist 
legend summarized by Dr. Samuel Beal in his 
‘Catalogue of the Buddhist Tripitaka.’ At first 
blush the analogies of this story with those of 
the Holy Grail are so great as to warrant the 
hypothesis of direct influence of the one legend 
cycle upon the other. I have satisfied myself 
that such an hypothesis would be ill founded ; 
but to rightly set this forth would take more 
leisure than I have at present, and more space 
than I could ask from the Atheneum. I must, 
therefore, reserve my remarks for another place 
and time. 

This letter should have appeared in the last 
number of the Athenwum. The delay is owing 
to the fact that Dr. Beal’s work, a publication of 
the Indian Government, was not to be found in the 
British Museum. As a member of the reading 
public I may be allowed a grumble at the absence 
of just the sort of book that the student expects 
to find in the national library ; as a publisher, 
that the India Office escapes from the obligations 
laid upon my confréres.

A uistory of ‘Little England beyond 
Wales, and the non-Kymric Colony settled 
in Pembrokeshire,’ by Mr. Edward Laws, 
which has been for years in the press, is 
now ready. The work contains a glossary 
of words, pedigrees, &c., and is illustrated. 
Messrs. Bell & Sons are the publishers. 


A work entitled ‘The Evolution of 
Ancient Hinduism,’ by A. M. Floyer, will 
be issued by Messrs. Chapman & Hall. 
The author endeavours to show how the 





philosophy of Buddha in its highest and 
purest form must have evolved through the 
earlier stages of pantheism and Hinduism. 


Mr. Watter Scorr is about to publish, 
in monthly volumes, a series of translations 
of works by Count Tolstoi. The series will 
begin with ‘A Russian Proprietor, and 
other Stories,’ which will be brought out on 
the 25th inst. The contents of this volume 
are representative of Count Tolstoi’s literary 
activity between 1852 and 1859. Several of 
the forthcoming works have not been pub- 
lished in England. 


THE death is announced of Mr. William 
Reid, a well-known north of England 
journalist, at the age of sixty-eight. Mr. 
Reid, who died suddenly in Liverpool, was 
the founder of the Birkenhead Guardian and 
the Liverpool Review. At various periods 
also he edited the Bray Advertiser, a Dublin 
newspaper, and a New York journal en- 
titled Finance. Of recent years he had con- 
tributed to the Scotch newspapers and also 
to the Leeds Mercury. Mr. Reid had ac- 
quired local popularity as a poet, and was 
the author of ‘The Romance of Song,’ &c. 


NotwitustTanpine the recent rejection of 
the Free Libraries Act by the ratepayers of 
Hull, the town is to have the advantage of 
a public library, Mr. James Reckitt, J.P., 
having promised to provide one at his own 
cost. 


Pror. WuitEnovse’s translation of Prof. 
Schrader’s ‘ Cuneiform Inscriptions and the 
Old Testament’ is at last completed. The 
delay has been caused by the numerous 
additions and corrections which the author 
has supplied to the translator, and the 
addition by the latter of important recent 
contributions to Assyriology. The volume 
will be published at the end of the month 
by Messrs. Williams & Norgate. 


Tne death is announced of Mr. G. S. 
Venables, Q.C., well known as a contributor 
to the Saturday Review. 


Diprose’s Annual will be published next 
week. Among the contributors are Miss 
Jean Middlemass, Mrs. Sale Lloyd, and Mr. 
Bracebridge Hemyng. 


Snortty before leaving Florida for Eng- 
land, the late Richard A. Proctor wrote to a 
friend: “I think it somewhat doubtful 
whether I shall leave England after that— 
but this is a world of changing plans and 
purposes.” 


A MEMORIAL tablet has been placed in 
Christ Church, Hartford, Connecticut, above 
the pew long occupied by Lydia Huntley 
Sigourney, who died in 1865. She had 
been in her time the favourite American 
poetess. Mr. Whittier, enclosing an epitaph, 
wrote: ‘‘I knew Mrs. Sigourney well when, 
as a boy, I came to Hartford. Her kind- 
ness to the young rustic stranger I shall 
never forget.’’ The lines are as follows :— 

She sang alone, ere womanhood had known 
The gift of song which fills the air to-day ; 
Tender and sweet, a music all her own 
May fitly linger where she knelt to pray. 


Transtations of ‘Self-Help’ are still 
making their appearance. The last two 
have been a translation into Siamese, by 
one of the Siamese princes, and a transla- 
tion into Gujarati, by Mr. Irawadi, Deputy 
Educational Inspector. 
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Tur Prince of Monaco recently commis- 
sioned M. Gustave Saige, the Keeper of the 
Archives in his palace, to proceed to Spain 
and examine the documents preserved there. 
Previous investigations in France and Italy 
yielded many important results as to the 
connexion between these countries and 
Monaco in former times. M. Saige has 
made discoveries of an equally interesting 
kind in the Peninsula, where he has found 
a large number of documents relating to 
the period when Spain exercised a protec- 
torate over Monaco. Amongst the more 
curious papers is one giving a detailed 
account of the visit of the Emperor Charles 
V. to Monaco in 1529.

Tue biography of Peter Cooper, of New 
York, which it was at one time thought 
might be undertaken by Judge Thomas 
Hughes, will be written by Mrs. Susan 
Carter, principal of the Cooper Institute Art 
Schools. 


Iraxtan booksellers are taking advantage 
of the customs war commenced by their 
Government against France to charge four 
francs for a French novel instead of 
three francs fifty, alleging the application 
of the general tariff. As the usual price of 
an Italian novel is four francs this change 

laces the fiction of the two nations on a 
evel as to price; but unfortunately Italian 
novelists must improve considerably before 
the equality will extend beyond the price. 


Str Coartes Wixson has just written a 
new introduction to his work ‘Jerusalem 
the Holy City,’ which will be published 
very shortly. The volume contains about 
eighty wood engravings and four steel plates.

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MEDICAL BOOKS. 


Sprains: their Consequences and Treatment. 
By C. W. Mansell Moullin, MD. (Lewis.)— 
The importance of this subject cannot be over- 
rated. The delicate and complicated arrangement 
of joints, the constitutional delicacy of many of 
the sufferers, and the serious damage caused by 
sprains render them some of the most impor- 
tant injuries which surgeons have to treat. Mr. 
Moullin illustrates their importance in his very 
excellent work, and points out not only the life- 
long mischief that is sometimes caused by sprains, 
but also the very great difficulty there is in 
treating them successfully. He rightly insists 
upon a more careful examination of the nature 
of the injury, the necessity of diagnosing the 
exact structure injured, and the adoption of 
appropriate treatment. His opinions on the 








cases in which forcible manipulation and 
massage are admissible, the way in which they 
should be used, and the probable results are 
carefully and plainly put before his readers. 
We think that Mr. Moullin has made a valuable 
contribution to surgical knowledge, which should 
be useful to his unfortunate fellow men. 


Inebriety: its Etiology, Pathology, Treatment, 
and Jurisprudence. By Norman Kerr, M.D. 
(Lewis.)—Dr. Kerr has been engaged for a long 
time in the study and treatment of inebriety, 
and knows more about it than almost any one 
in this country. We are very glad to notice 
how strongly he insists upon the importance of 
early recognizing the tendency to this disease, 
and at once adopting a suitable treatment. 
Dividing inebriates into five classes, he points 
out its physical origin, its relations to insanity, 
and its heredity, while he places entirely in 
a different class those who, while they drink 
immoderately for pleasurable excitement, never 
quite lose their control over themselves when 
there is any great reason for their abstinence. 
Defining inebriety to be a disease of the ner- 
vous system allied to insanity, and character- 
ized by a very strong morbid impulse to, or 
craving for, intoxication, he points out the 
rational mode of treatment and the necessity 
for improved and increasing means of dealing 
with it. The results of legislation in America 
and in our colonies are described at great length ; 
and the importance of some further action being 
taken by those in authority in this country is 
incontestably proved. Dr. Kerr has long been 
engaged in work which will be of inestimable 
benefit to this country, to which he has added 
considerably in the excellent book now before 
us. Medical men and others who are in- 
terested in the subject of inebriety will do well 
to read it, 


St. Bartholomew’s Hospital Reports. Edited 
by W. 8S. Church, M.D., and W. J. Walsham, 
F.R.C.S. Vol. XXIII. (Smith, Elder & Co.) 
—This volume opens with a memoir of Sir George 
Burrows, written by Sir James Paget in his 
accustomed perfect style. It is well that there 
should be some record of the good and honest 
work so unassumingly accomplished by Sir 
George Burrows. It is doubly welcome to St. 
Bartholomew’s men that it is written by Sir 
James Paget, whom they all revere and admire, 
and who acknowledged his gratitude to Sir 
George nearly forty years ago as the friend 
whose skill had been permitted to preserve his 
life, whose friendship added largely to his 
happiness, and to whose teaching he attri- 
buted much of whatever good his work might 
do. The name of Burrows has thus a twofold 
claim upon our reverence and grateful recol- 
lection. Dr. Munk contributes some interest- 
ing ‘ Notze Harveianz,’ and Sir Dyce Duckworth 
and Dr. Claye Shaw articles on ‘ Malignant Diph- 
theria’ and the ‘Commencement and End of 
Insanity’ respectively. Clinical cases are re- 
ported by Messrs. Butlin, Howard Marsh, Thomas 
Smith, C. A. Parker, Cholmeley, and Davidson ; 
while Dr. Church contributes a valuable paper 
based on an examination of seven hundred cases 
of acute rheumatism. The volume closes with 
‘Some Observations on the Morbid Anatomy of 
Gout,’ by Dr. Norman Moore. There are other 
valuable papers, and we may congratulate the 
editors upon having issued a volume more in 
keeping with the traditions of St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital than several of their reports lately have 
been. 


Ligaments: their Nature and Morphoiogy. 
By J. B. Sutton, F.R.C.S. (Lewis.)— In 
this small volume Mr. Sutton, in his usual in- 
teresting style, treats of the morphology and 
ancestral history of ligaments and fascize gener- 
ally. Considerable use is made of the theory 
that muscular tissue may undergo regression, or 
aseries of degenerative changes which result in 
the altered parts becoming fibrous or, in other 
words, ligaments ; it is shown how the “ inter- 





changeability of fibrous and osseous tissue” 
may explain the differences of structure which 
obtain in closely allied forms. Mr. Sutton would 
have made his reference to Pelobates more strik. 
ing had he said that it is in one species only of 
the genus—namely P. cultripes—that a bony roof 


is developed above the temporal fossa. In deal. 
ing successively with various regions of the bod 
the author incorporates very successfully the 
results of his fellow workers with his own 
laborious investigations. 


Nasal Polypus, with Neuralgia, Hay Fever, and 
Asthma, in relation to Ethmoiditis. By Edward 
Woakes, M.D. (Lewis.)—Part of this book ig 
occupied with a description of an instrument 
which might with propriety have given its name 
to the whole work, ‘‘ Dr. Woakes’s Nasal Snare,” 
It is one of the large class of medical writings 
meant to be read, though probably not under. 
stood, by the general public. Long ago Talio. 
cotius attained fame and perhaps during his 
lifetime practice by the invention of an operation 
for the re-edification of an injured nose. From 
his time till a recent period no important 
advances were made in the study of the nose 
from a medical point of view, however much 
attention it may have received from Slawken. 
bergius and other men of letters. Its anatomy 
and physiology became well known, and its 
diseases being many of them parts of general 
conditions of ill health were so treated and 
cured. In quite recent times it has become a 
practice to endeavour to obtain a reputation 
by proposing to effect the cure of one organ 
and using it asa point d’appui for the rest of the 
human frame. A patient firmly grasped by the 
nose will readily believe that any cough he has 
is owing to ‘‘ nasal asthma,” and any rash which 
appears on his skin to “reflex congestion,” due 
to disease in the interior of the nose. Such 
suggestions do nothing for the good of the public 
or of the medical profession, or for the advance- 
ment of knowledge. Some of the observations 
in this treatise on nasal polypus might have 
with propriety been communicated to a medical 
society. The physiological diagrams would there 
have been received with the small respect they 
deserve, and the accuracy of the drawings of 
microscopic sections (made by Mr. Thurston) 
would probably have been established. 








ANTHROPOLOGICAL NOTES. 


WE have received Parts III. and IV. of Dr. 
Schmeltz’s Internationales Archiv fiir Ethnogra- 
phie. In respect of sumptuousness of illustra- 
tion they more than fulfil the promises made 
at the commencement of the undertaking. 
The literary contributions to the journal are 
also exceedingly valuable. Dr. Woldt furnishes 
a catalogue raisonné of 152 objects in the Berlin 
Museum illustrating the cult of shamanism 
as existing among the peoples on the shores 
of the Amur. Fifty of the objects—amulets, 
wooden blocks rudely carved to indicate human 
and animal features, &c.—are figured, and 
the diseases they are supposed to charm away 
specified. Dr. Schmeltz describes a boomerang 
from New South Wales, ornamented with in- 
cised drawings of animals, in the Ethnographical 
Museum of Leyden. This and several other of 
the editor’s own communications are in English. 
In our own language also Prof. Schlegel com- 
ments upon a lively street scene in Singapore, 0 
which a model by a Chinese artist exists in the 
same museum, illustrating the manners and 
customs of the variety of races now to be found 
in that island, and furnishes translations of 
numerous forms of house inscription common 
there. These inscriptions are puzzles to the 
Sinologist on account of the far-fetched meanings 
attached to apparently simple expressions, and 4 
further paper on the subject is promised. Dr. 
Schmeltz contributes an essay in German upon 
the principal objects from the South Seas exist- 
ing in the same collection. A beautifully illus- 
trated paper in the same language, by Dr. C 
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gnouck Hurgronje, describes a fine collection of 
objects of art from Mecca, Dr. Serrurier ex- 
tiates in Dutch on a double mask from Central 
‘Africa, ornamented with feathers. Dr. Dozy 
furnishes in French a most complete biblio- 
hical review of recent anthropological pub- 
ications in all countries. Mr. Kern renders a 
service to those unfamiliar with the Russian lan- 
age by a full review in English of the recent 
work of Prof. Anuchin, of Moscow, on ‘‘ bows 
and arrows,” reproducing drawings from it of a 
splendid ancient Russian bow and bow-case with 
arrows and quiver, and of a Scythian in the act 
of bracing his bow to attach the string, from a 
yase in the collection at the Imperial Hermitage, 
St, Petersburg. 

The coins in the collection last mentioned 
formed the subject of an article by Mr. Stanley 
lane-Poole in the September number of the 
Archeological Review, which also contained the 
first portion of a translation from the Danish of 
Dr. Kristian Bahnson’s account of the ethno- 
graphical museums of Germany, Austria, and 


Italy.

ENTOMOLOGICAL.— Oct, 3.—Dr. D. Sharp, Pre- 
sident, in the chair—Mr. F, P. Pascoe exhibited 
a number of new species of Longicornia from 
Sumatra, Madagascar, and South Africa.—Dr. P. B. 
Mason exhibited, for Mr. Harris, a specimen of 
Cherocampa nerii, recently captured at Burton-on- 
Trent.—Mr. S. Stevens exhibited a specimen of 
Vanessa antiopa, which he caught in the Isle of 
Wight in August last—Mr. E. B. Poulton exhi- 
bited a living larva of Smerinthus ocellatus in the 
last stage, fourteen larve of Boarmia roboraria, 
and some cocoons of Rumiacrategata. The object 
of the exhibition was to show the influence of 
special food-plants and surroundings on the colours 
of the larve and cocoons.—Mr, M. Jacoby exhi- 
bited a varied series of Titubea sanguinipennis, 
Lac., from Central America. He stated that many 
of the varieties exhibited had been described as 
distinct species—Mr. Billups exhibited specimens 
of Bracon brevicornis, Wesm., bred from larve of 
Ephestia kihniclla. He remarked that this rare 

cies had only been recorded as bred on two or 
three occasions, viz., by the Rey. T. A. Marshall, 
Mr. W. F. Kirby, Herr Brischke, and Mr. 8. Webb. 
—Mr. W. Warren exhibited specimens of Anti- 
thesia ustulana and <A. fuligana; also bred series 
of the following species: Eupecilia degreyana, 
Stigmonota pallifrontana, Cacecia decretana, and 
Gelechia peliella—Lord Walsingham exhibited 
specimens of several species of the genus Crypto- 
phasa belonging to the family Cryptolechidz of the 
Tineina, some of the most remarkable being males 
and females of Zitua balteata, Walker, bred by 
Mr, S. Olliff from pup found in January last, at 
Newcastle, New South Wales, in burrows in 
branches of a species of acacia.—Mr. F. D. Godman 
exhibited a larva of a Cicada, from Mexico, having 
a fungoid growth on the head.—Capt. Elwes exhi- 
bited a large number of butterflies, representing 
about 180 species, recently collected by himself and 
Mr. Godman in California and Yellowstone Park. 
The collection included many species of great in- 
terest.—Mr. H. Goss exhibited, for Mr. W. J. Cross, 
an extraordinary variety of Agrotis segetum, caught 
by the latter near Ely in July last.—Mr. W. L. 
Distant read a paper entitled ‘An Enumeration of 
the Rhynchota received from Baron von Miiller, 
and collected by Mr. Sayer in New Guinea during 
Mr. Cuthbertson’s Expedition. —Mr. Poulton read 
a paper entitled ‘ Notes in 1887 upon Lepidopterous 
Larvee, including a Complete Account of the Life- 
History of Sphinx convolvuli and Aglia tau’; and 
Mr. White exhibited specimens of preserved larve 
of S. convolvuli, A. tau, and other species referred 
to in Mr. Poulton’s paper.—Mr. J. Weir, Mr. Kirby, 
Mr, White, and Dr. Sharp took part in the discus- 
sion which ensued.

Christian Iconography; or, the History of 
Christian Art in the Middle Ages. By the 
late A. N. Didron. Translated from the 
French. 2 vols. Illustrated. (Bell & Sons.) 


Tue first of these volumes was published in 
1851. M. Didron was then stillin the prime 
of life, and promised to complete his gigantic 
labours on a scale commensurate with that 
of the first instalment. The translation re- 
mained a fragment simply because not much 
more of the French original had been printed. 

When M. Didron died on November 
13th, 1867, aged sixty-one years, the ‘ Icono- 
graphie Chrétienne’ was still far from com- 
plete, and the English version was yet more 
defective, and lacked a very important 
chapter of its original, that dealing with 
the artistic representation of the Trinity, 
while though various detached notices of sub- 
jects connected with his favourite study had 
been contributed to certain French archzo- 
logical journals, nothing in the shape of 
continuation, still less of a completion of 
the book existed. More than twenty years 
have passed since, and no one has seemed in- 
clined to take up the task Didron won glory 





by attacking. Nor would any one go on 
with the English version of the ‘ Christian 
Iconography,’ which deserves separate men- 
tion because it was enriched with some good 
additional notes and possessed all the cuts of 
the original. Except a few detached essays, 
published in the Sacristy, the Archeological 
Journal, and elsewhere, by various authors 
more or less competent, things have stood 
as Didron left them. This is the stranger 
because innumerable masses of material, 
curious illustrations, pictures, sculptures, 
memoirs, and the like, have in the interval 
come to light, and been described in such 
books as the ‘Mélanges d’Archéologie’ and 
Low Country and German publications, while 
even Spain and Portugal have added to our 
iconographical knowledge. 

Let us now turn to inquire what it is 
Miss Stokes has done for the subject in 
the second volume before us. She has, to 
use the excellent phrase of the ‘‘ publishers’ 
note”’ attached to the first volume, sim- 
ply ‘‘carried on”’ the work. She has not 
completed it, nor can it be said that she 
has exhausted either of those sections which 
attracted her attention. But she has done 
a great deal, and given us reason for 
thankfulness, 1, for her complete and good 
translation of Didron’s account of the icono- 
graphy of the Trinity; 2, for her transla- 
tion of his essays on the iconography of 
the angels and messengers of God, and, 
with additions of her own, of his notices 
of the iconography of devils, which were 
published in the Revue Francaise and 
Annales Archéologiques; 3, for her ac- 
count of the iconography of death, a paper 
founded, she tells us (this statement we 
have not been able to test, but are con- 
tent to accept it), on various scattered 
writings of Didron’s. In addition we find 
brief treatises on the soul, the Christian 
scheme, and medieval art and the an- 
tique. An appendix contains some addi- 
tional matter of very unequal value. For 
instance, we may be obliged by a refer- 
ence to Botticelli, while a reminder that M. 
A. Dumas in ‘Monte Cristo’ alluded to 
the Procession of the Tarasque is, to say 
the least of it, a little out of place. Much 
better is Miss Stokes’s translation of the 
most important part of the famous Byzan- 
tine ‘Guide to Painting,’ which M. Didron 
found in use among the Greek artists of 
Mount Athos, and gave to a delighted and 
astonished world, who could hardly believe 
its ears when told that there were still in use 
iconographic formule of the utmost strict- 
ness and logical completeness—a complete 
system, in fact, which had been in vogue at 
least seven hundred years, and was derived 
by the monk Dionysios from the practice of 
the school of Panselinos of Thessalonica, 
which itself reflected the canons of a much 
older time, and, long after the Thessalonican 
school began to flourish, sent a vigorous off- 
shoot into Russia. A transcript of this guide 
of Dionysios is to be found in every atelier 
of Mount Athos, where a manufactory of 
devotional pictures, sacred icons, and the 
like has been in activity fcr centuries. 
The copy of the MS. Didron found in 
use by Joasaph the painter was not more 
than three centuries old, and was loaded 
with notes by himself and his master, 
which would, Miss Stokes remarks, be in- 
corporated with the text when next copied, 
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as older notes of the fifteenth century had 
already been incorporated with yet more 
ancient texts. The workshop of Macarios, 
a monkish painter of the mount, whom 
Pidron visited, contained a fine copy of 
the work of Dionysios, from which his 
pupils read aloud in turn for the benefit 
of those who were painting the pictures. 
“‘This recalls,” says Miss Stokes, judi- 
ciously, 

“a similar incident connected with the early 
history of church decoration in Western art, 
recorded by Gregory of Tours, who wrote at the 
close of the sixth century, where Namatia, the 
aged wife of Namatius, Bishop of Auvergne, 
A.D. 423, reads to the painter decorating the 
walls of the church she had raised over her 
husband’s tomb the scenes he is to depict.” 


The resemblance of the two readings is not, 
however, complete. The pupils of Macarios 
were instructed in the iconography, colour- 
ing, adornments, and all essentials they were 
to employ, in a thoroughly conventional and 
fossilized manner, in the delineation of cer- 
tain fixed subjects. Namatia read aloud the 
history of her husband, but she does not 
seem to have prescribed its iconographical 
representation. We cannot agree with Miss 
Stokes’s idea that the manual of Dionysios 
and the text of Namatia were ‘“ probably” 
‘somewhat alike.” Gregory’s own account 
is that the bishop’s widow ‘‘used to hold a 
book on her knees, reading thereout stories 
of the deeds of the men of old, and point- 
ing out to the painters what they should set 
forth on the walls.” 

Miss Stokes—who, by the way, has, like 
many other writers, confused ideas about 
the meaning of the term “fresco,” which 


she generally confounds with “ distemper” 
—has unwisely been advised to omit from 
her version of the manual the first part, 
which treats of the technique of the 
painter’s art, an admirable, very curious, 
and valuable section of the text of Diony- 


Bios. This text, besides giving a sequence 
of subjects, sacred, historical, and mystical, 
prescribes, in a great measure, the manner of 
their representation, and this is most curious 
because it throws light upon the iconography 
some eminent painters used in schools far 
enough removed from that of Byzantium. 
Thus, in depicting the formation of Eve, the 
painter was told to represent Paradise accord- 
ing to a previous formula, with “Adam, 
naked, asleep, his head resting upon his 
hand. Eve comes forth from Adam’s side, 
her arms outstretched in the air. Before her, 
the Eternal Father resplendent in light ; He 
sustains her with His left hand and blesses 
her with the right.” We do not see why 
iconographic Noah should have a pointed 
beard and long hair; why Shem’s beard 
should be bifurcated, or that of Japhet 
round. It iscertain, however, that such were 
the prescribed adornments, which might 
not be departed from. How to represent 
the Passion, Parables, Apocalypse, the 
Stations of the Virgin, Exaltation of the 
Cross, and other themes, what should be the 
distribution of sacred subjects on the walls 
of a church, and other appropriations of 
design and motives, not contined to Byzan- 
‘ine art, may be studied here with great 
profit. . 

It will be understood from what we have 
said above that, although Miss Stokes’s 
criginal additions to the unfinished text of 








Didron are not relatively considerable, she 
deserves thanks for what she has added to 
the formerly published English version of 
the ‘Iconographie,’ especially for including 
the section concerning the Trinity in artistic 
representation. Of the detached essays 
which she has collected the most fresh treats 
of the iconography of the devil, which M. de 
Maury has done more than any one else to 
elucidate. His materials were abundant, 
and, in the finer sense of the term, wonder- 
fully grotesque. This book by no means 
exhausts them, but in this section as in 
others it may be cordially commended to 
all whom it may concern. 








La Fuience, par T. Deck, illustré (Paris, 
Quantin), is one of M. Quantin’s valuable series 
of popular handbooks, some members of which 
have been translated into English; and notwith- 
standing the multitude of books on ceramics of 
all degrees of merit which already exist in our 
language, we trust that ‘La Faience’ too may 
be translated. ‘La Faience’ begins not with 
terra-cotta and brickmaking, but with the crafts 
of glazing and colouring bricks and tiles, of 
which the earliest examples mentioned are 
superb incrusted pictures of ancient Persian 
manufacture, invaluable in a climate where de- 
luges of rain alternate with periods of great heat, 
where the scarcity of stone compels the use of 
brick, and where, wood not being very abundant, 
it would be extremely costly to produce bricks 
hard and dense enough to resist for long periods 
the attacks of the weather. M. Deck, one of the 
greatest authorities on the subject he has under- 
taken to illustrate, says, ‘‘ Je suis trés étranger 
a l'art d’écrire”; but he has not failed to point 
out that the blue of the Persian fabric—with 
which, for instance, that wonderful frieze of 
twelve archers in the service of Darius (sup- 
posed to be of the Immortals), found at Susa by 
M. Dieulafoy, and figured here, is enriched—is 
identical (rappelle absolument) with the turquoise 
bluethe Egyptians used abundantly for statuettes, 
vases, and bijoux many centuries before Darius 
was born. The writer shows how the staircase 
(rampe) in the palace found by M. Dieulafoy was 
decorated with elegant patterns in enamelled 
faitence; and he gives a sketch of the noble frieze 
of lions on the fagade of the palace of Artaxerxes 
Mnemon, which has been described by the same 
traveller. After this dissertation M. Deck pro- 
ceeds to give a capital sketch of the enamelling and 
decorations on pottery of the Greeks and Romans. 
That the Persians were in possession of the craft 
before they were conquered by the Arabs in the 
seventh century is clear, but when they gained 
that knowledge it is less easy to prove. We 
all know of the Rhodian tradition to the effect 
that one of the knights’ galleys captured a 
Turkish ship, among the prisoners on board of 
which were some Persians, whom the captors 
set to work at fatence-making at Lindus, where 
the right kind of sand was obtainable. To these 
luckless workmen the Rhodian favence is said to 
be due. M. Deck has detected in the Musée de 
Cluny on a plaque of Lindus the whole-length 
figure of one Ibrahim in a Persian costume, 
looking up to heaven, and holding a scroll on 
which is written a very touching prayer for 
deliverance from captivity. As M. Deck notices, 
the Persians were far indeed from - reading 
in its strictest sense the prophet’s prohibition 
to represent the human figure. For a long 
time Rhodian ware was in every respect 
decorated on Persian principles; later it 
yielded little by little to European influences.

into decay. The second part of this book is 
devoted to descriptions (some of them of extreme 
interest) of la fabrication, including the selection 
of clays by the various schools of faitence, and 
their characteristic employment of chemicals for 
glazing, colouring, and varying the texture, hard- 
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ness, softness, and toughness of the materials, 
This is an entirely original section, not compiled 
or argumentative. A collection of marks, ang 
a copious bibliography of works, all in Frene 
dealing with the subject in its various and 
numerous applications, conclude the book, which 
we warmly recommend to our readers. 


THERE is a good deal of interesting and usefy] 
information, mixed with much criticism of ve 
unequal value, in the Handbook to the Italian 
Schools in the Dresden Gallery, by “C. J. FE» 
(Allen & Co.). There is much, too, with which 
the ordinary reader could conveniently dispense 
who does not want to be told that Cupid is the 
Greek Eros, a not very exact description, or that 
Diana is the Greek Artemis. We cannot agree 
with Dr. Richter, who supplies the preface, that 
it is unfortunate that the Italian Senator who cally 
himself Lermolieff, and who has written on pic. 
tures with considerable courage and self-reliance 
has confined himself to works of the fourteenth, 
fifteenth, and sixteenth centuries, so that the 
world has not had the advantage of his views 
concerning the productions of the seventeenth 
century. It would have been as well if the lad 
who compiled this volume had been better 
qualified. Intended for popular use and to 
refresh jaded memories, such, for instance, 
as need to be told who Salome was, or want 
to have the history of St. George condensed, 
it is, of course, not a book of much preten- 
sion. On p. 179, when speaking of the art 
of Timoteo Viti as ‘“‘ Raffaelesque before 
Raphael,” and suggesting (an old idea) that 
Raphael borrowed his own early style from 
Viti, the writer has ignored the fact that 
the early style of Raphael is most like that of 
his master Perugino, from whom Viti was likely 
enough to borrow much. We need not sup- 
pose that, even if Viti actually worked under 
Francia, he followed that master to the exclusion 
of the influence of the more popular teacher 
Perugino. ‘‘ Ff.” writes of the little angels at 
the foot of the ‘Madonna di San Sisto’ without 
seeming to know why they were introduced into 
the picture. 








ADDITIONS TO THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 


THe bequest received by the Department of 
British and Medieval Antiquities under the will 
of the late Mr. Octavius Morgan (see Athen, 
No. 3175) will go far to complete several series in 
the Medizeval Section. Although Mr. Morgan’s 
tastes were of the most catholic kind and were 
reflected in his collection, he was chiefly known 
as an authority on the subject of ancient clocks 
and watches, and during fifty years of his long 
life he expended much time and money upon 
| the formation of the unusually fine series of 
these objects which he has generously bequeathed 
to the British Museum. The bequest comprises 
| 50 clocks, 126 watches, 63 sundials, and other 
| instruments, as well as a series of 76 chamber- 
| lains’ keys and 23 Papal rings. Among the 
| dials are two astrolabes—one of Saracenic work, 
| made in the year of the Hegira corresponding 
| to A.D. 13834, the other a much later instrument, 
| by one of the German makers of the seventeenth 
century. It is a somewhat curious fact that the 
| first of these was made within a few years of an 
| English specimen already in the Museum, in- 
, scribed “ Blakenei me fecit 1342,” and is there- 
| fore of the time of Chaucer, and may have been 
| seen by him before he wrote his treatise on the 
| astrolabe. The other dials are all of much later 
| date, and for the most part of German construc- 

tion, from the hands of the well-known makers 
, Reinman, Troschel, and Rugendas of Augsburg 
| and Nuremberg. One only is signed by Hun- 
phrey Cole, a London artificer of the latter part 
| of the sixteenth century, whose work is cha- 
| racterized by delicate engraved scrolls of the 
style found on the communion cups of the period. 
A vertical dial in the form of a gilt Corinthian 
column is a good example of the better class of 
German work of the same century. The column 
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“armounted by a globe, within which is a 
pass ; the gnomon projects beneath the 
vital, and the hours are marked by curved

Among the smaller clocks, 
ious in shape and movement as they are, none 
ivals the ingenious instrument in the form of a 
hip, made for the Emperor Rudolph II., which 
Mr. Morgan presented to the Museum several 
ears ago. Even this is surpassed, however, by 
he elaborate clock made by Isaac Habrecht, 
ho, with his younger brother Josias, con- 
tracted the mechanism of the famous clock at 
Strasburg. Isaac Habrecht made at least two 
miniature copies of his masterpiece, in both of 
hich the leading movements of the original 
srereproduced. One of these is in the Rosen- 
borg Palace, and bears his name and the date 
594; the other is Mr. Morgan’s specimen, also 
ncribed with the name of Isaac Habrecht, 
‘Faber automatarius et civis Argentoratensis,” 
nd the date 1589. As the Habrechts were of 
Swiss origin, it is possible that the citizenship of 
Strasburg may have been conferred upon them 
an honorary distinction on the completion of 
he great clock. The phrase occurs also on the 
Rosenborg clock, though in German. 
The clock is in the form of a square tower of 
vilt metal, in three stages, the lower two being 
provided with dials, one of them a perpetua! 
ulendar. The upper stage has four semi-cir- 
lar balconies, upon which revolve a number 
of figures, the first set being the gods presiding 
bret the days of the week, the next a circle of 
ngels who make a reverence in passing before 
figure of the Virgin ; above, four figures re- 
presenting the ages of man strike the quarters, 
nd the upper range has a figure of our Lord on 
one side, and Death on the other, to strike the 
tours. The dome is surmounted by a cock, 
hich, upon the stroke of the hour, is intended 
ocrow and flap its wings. All these automata 
rere likewise upon the original clock at Stras- 
burg; but at its restoration, in 1842, some 
terations were made, and it is possible that 
hey do not now all exist. 
In his ‘ Classification of Watches’ published 
a the Archeological Journal, Mr. Morgan gave 
n some detail his reasons for dividing ancient 
atches into four great classes, each represent- 
ig approximately a period of time, fixed by 
ertain peculiarities of construction. It is a 
‘ondition of his bequest that the watches shall 
be kept as a separate series, arranged upon his 
stem, and they have accordingly been so 
nged, in a case close by that containing the 
tty fine collection which the Museum already 
bssessed, chiefly bequeathed by Lady Fellows. 




















































As a rule a condition of this kind is apt to 
diminish the educational value of collections, by 
keeping apart series which, if united, would 
form a continuous history of the subject illus- 
trated. In the present instance this is less 
harmful than usual ; the small size of the objects, 
and the ease with which they can be arranged 
in close proximity to others of the same kind, 
render comparison a matter of no difficulty. 

It is not advisable to give here any detailed 
account of the changes and improvements in 
mechanism which took place in watches from 
their first appearance at the beginning of the 
sixteenth century. Lady Fellows’s collection 
contained a considerable number of watches 
made before the end of that century, and 
although in some instances Mr. Morgan’s speci- 
mens are in better condition, and form a useful 
supplement to the Museum series, yet it is not 
until we come to the middle of the seventeenth 
century—the period of the brothers Toutin and 
Huaud le Puisné, the enamellers—that we find a 
class of work before unrepresented. Some of 
the examples of these skilful artists are master- 
pieces, and in the most perfect state of preserva- 
tion. Two watches are from the hand of 
Edward East, who worked for Charles I., and 
another is stated to be that mentioned by Bos- 
well as having belonged to Dr. Johnson. As to 
this last Mr. Morgan was somewhat sceptical, 
and the inscription upon it, “ Dr. Samuel John- 
son, 1767,” does not help its authenticity. 

The gilt chamberlains’ keys make a brave 
show, and form an interesting little historical 
series, and from the artistic side also many of 
them are worth attention. Those of the Georgian 
era, and the more massive style affected by the 
Prince Bishops of Bamberg and Wiirzburg, might 
be studied with advantage by the designers of 
this class of work. Of the Papal rings there 
is little that can be said, for but little is known. 
They seldom have any claims to beauty, though 
from their historical interest and their rarity 
they are greatly desired by ring collectors. Small 
as the number may seem, Mr. Morgan’s collec- 
tion was the largest in existence, containing a 
few more specimens than even the Waterton 
collection.

Messrs. Macmittan & Co, will publish im- 
mediately for the Society of Dilettanti a new 
edition of Mr. Penrose’s well-known treatise on 
the ‘ Principles of Athenian Architecture.’ The 
first edition of the work had two leading objects : 
the description and explanation of certain cerrec- 
tions—deviations, that is, from ordinary per- 
pendicular and horizontal construction—which 
were applied by the Greek architects for the 
purpose of counteracting unpleasing effects of 
an optical nature produced in certain cases by 
the mutual reactions of lines and surfaces upon 
those in connexion with them ; and that of pro- 
viding data, by means of full and accurate 
measurements taken from some of the best ex- 
amples, for arriving at some theory of propor- 
tion by which the harmonious results universally 
recognized in Greek architecture had been 
attained. A third section of the work was de- 
voted to the discussion of the contours of the 
mouldings, in which it was demonstrated that 
the curves known as the conic sections were 
almost universally employed. As the optical 
corrections were displayed most conspicuously 
in the Doric structures, it was natural that the 
Parthenon, the Propylea, and the Theseum 
should receive the chief amount of attention; but 
a good deal of general information was also added 
on the then state of the Acropolis, and also 
respecting the great temple of Jupiter Olympius. 
The measurement of the height of the columns 
and the details of its capitals and architecture 
were then published for the first time. 

In the new edition the chapters on the three 
principal heads above mentioned, having stood 
the test of criticism for nearly forty years, are 





incorporated with scarcely any variation, as also 
the chapter on the ‘‘ Polychromy of the Archi- 
tecture.” Animportant addition, however, should 
be mentioned, namely, Mr. W. W. Lloyd’s ‘ Theory 
of Proportion,’ which he deduced from the mea- 
surements above referred to, and which has been 
found to apply to Greek architecture so generally 
as to leave no doubt of its truth. In the asso- 
ciated subjects much has been added ; the prin- 
cipal discoveries on the Acropolis down to 
1887 inclusive are embodied, and the plan and 
additional particulars respecting the temple of 
Jupiter Olympius have been recovered, derived 
from excavations undertaken by the Society of 
Dilettanti under the author’s direction, so that 
the original short chapter on that temple has 
been much enlarged, one result of the recent 
examination having been to show that the tem- 
ple, which was generally supposed to be Deca- 
style, was, indeed, the Octastyle temple referred 
to in a passage of Vitruvius, probably partially 
corrupt. In this edition also the Erechtheoum 
has a chapter to itself, chiefly descriptive of the 
remains, but dealing also with the question of 
the original plan. In the description of the 
discoveries made on the surface of the Acro- 
polis, as now laid open, naturally the prominent 
subject is the site of the very ancient temple 
lying between the Parthenon and the Erech- 
theum, with which Dr. Dorpfeld’s name is so 
intimately associated ; and to this careful atten- 
tion has been paid by the author, but his conclu- 
sions are very different from those of Dr. Dérp- 
feld, Mr. Penrose’s view being that the temple 
was of the Ionic order, and that, so far from having 
remained in great part down to the time of 
Pausanias, it had been levelled to the ground 
before the Persian invasion ; and that the old 
hypothesis that it was the earlier Parthenon, in 
which the fugitives in vain sought sanctuary on 
that occasion, is correct. The work also con- 
tains an important discussion on the plan of 
this earlier Parthenon, derived from data which 
were not accessible when the first edition 
was prepared. The chapter on the Propylea 
has been much extended. The plates by 
which it was illustrated have been carefully 
revised, and numerous illustrations by woodcut 
added. In preparing this new edition the author 
has had the advantage of a residence at Athens 
of more than twelve months. Six new copper- 
plates and numerous woodcuts have been added 
to the work. 

Mr. E. Burne Jones writes to correct an 
error into which the hurriedly prepared cata- 
logue of the Arts and Crafts Exhibition at the 
New Gallery led us. The pianoforte of oak, 
stained green, and polished and enriched with 
scrolls of gesso gilded, owes to him only the 
general design of the wood-work; the decora- 
tions are entirely due to Miss K. Faulkner. 
Mr. Walter Crane informs us that the instru- 
ment itself belongs to Mr. Alexander Ionides, 
not to Mr. Constantine Ionides as we were told. 


THE next number of the Magazine of Art, 
which opens a new volume, will contain an 
etching by M. Gery-Bichard after M. Meis- 
sonier’s ‘Painter.’ Mr. Frith, R.A., follows 
with an article called ‘ Realism v. Sloppiness,’ 
Mr. W. Rossetti contributes the first of three 
illustrated essays on portraits by his brother ; 
Mr. L. Day writes on ‘ Insignia of Mayoralty’; 
and Mr. Hodgson, R.A., descants on ‘ Old Arts 
and Modern Thoughts.’ 


AtrHoucH a large portion of the estimated

THE press view of the eleventh annual ex- 
hibition of the Royal Scottish Society of Painters 
in Water Colours will take place in Glasgow on 
Wednesday next. 

Tue friends of the late Mr. E. J. Varley 
write to us complaining of our calling him “an 
architectural draughtsman.” They are right, 
for he was, strictly speaking, a landscape artist 
in water colours who frequently painted archi- 
tectural subjects. 

Tue Leland Club held its fourth autumnal 
meeting last week, visiting Christ’s Hospital, 
the Halls of the Cutlers and Haberdashers, and 
other places in the City. It also made excur- 
sions to Saffron Walden, Cambridge, and Win- 
chester. 

THE opening meeting of the Institute of Archi- 
tects will, under the presidency of Mr. A.

Tue Museum of Casts, South Kensington, 
has received a very interesting addition, which 
is being set up in the Court of Casts, of ‘The 
Annunciation, by Della Robbia, in the Hospital 
of the Innocents, Florence. 

A LARGE reredos, designed and modelled by 
Mr. G. Tinworth, and executed in terra-cotta of 
a warm buff tint by Messrs. Doulton & Co., has 
been set up in Lambeth Church. Four columns 
are in glazed Doulton ware ; in the centre the 
Crucifixion is represented, with adjoining four 
panels containing statuettes of Moses, Peter, 
Paul, and Elijah, with their appropriate emblems. 

Dr. Tu. von Liesenav, the Keeper of the 
Archives at Lucerne, is publishing Schwegler’s 
copies of Holbein’s frescoes which formerly 
adorned the ‘‘ Hertenstein-Haus,” with notes 
on the relations between the painter and the art- 
loving patrician of Lucerne, Schultheiss Jakob 
von Hertenstein. The Hertensteins formerly 
played a great part in the history of Central 
Switzerland. 

M. Pavut Fournier, the able French sculptor, 
has been commissioned to execute the long- 
talked-of statue of Balzac for the municipality 
of Tours. 


Tue death of the distinguished archzologist 
M. le Comte de Soultrait is announced as having 
occurred last week at his Chateau de Toury 
(Niévre). He was born in 1822. His authority 
on subjects connected with the Nivernais has 
been accepted for many years as supreme. 

Tue Belgian landscape painter M. Edmond 
de Pratere is dead. He was one of the most 
industrious artists of his country and time.

ALBERT HALL.—Russian National Opera Company. 


THE accounts which have reached us from 
the provinces concerning the Russian Opera 
Company, under the direction of M. Alex- 
ander Alexandroff, have been sufficiently 
favourable to give cause for regret that no 
London theatre was found in which they 
could offer performances of national works. 
At this season of the year the company 
would have encountered no opposition, and 
their performances could not have failed to 
excite considerable interest. Failing a suit- 
able theatre, recitals of the operas should 
have been given in a concert-room of 
moderate size. Musicians would have been 
glad to make acquaintance with any works 
of Glinka, Tschaikowsky, Rubinstein, &c., 
which have not yet been heard in London. 
Anything more ill advised than the series 
of miscellaneous concerts in the Albert Hall 
commenced on Monday evening cannot well 
be imagined. The building was far too 





large for the purpose, and the programmes 
were put together in the most haphazard 
manner, with items quite out of keeping 
with the purpose of the undertaking. The 
most extraordinary of these was the per- 
formance of pieces by forty-eight young 
lady pianists on twenty-four grand piano- 
fortes. An exhibition of this sort could 
only have a deterrent effect on the musical 
public, and in connexion with a Russian 
national opera company it was preposterous. 
It need scarcely be added that the effect 
was quite out of proportion with the means 
employed. More in keeping with the special 
object of the concerts were the efforts of 
the principal artists and the band and chorus 
of the company, though the choir cannot 
compare with that of M. Slavjansky which 
appeared two years ago at St. James’s Hall. 
The best of the solos on Monday was the 
fine and impressive baritone scena from 
Glinka’s ‘Ruslan and Ludmila,’ in which 
M. Michael Vinogradoff displayed a splendid 
voice and an admirable dramatic style. 
Madame Veber and M. Vladimir Lubimoff 
also made a favourable impression. On the 
whole, however, we are compelled to say 
that an excellent opportunity has been 
wasted. The public is little better ac- 
quainted with Russian music than it was a 
week ago. 

Since writing the above we learn that the 
company will give a performance of Rubin- 
stein’s opera ‘The Demon’ at the Jodrell 
Theatre (late the Novelty) on Wednesday 
next. 








Musical Gossiy. 


TueEsixth Triennial Musical Festival at Bristol 
will take place next week, and will be the last 
of such gatherings for the present year. The 
programme does not include any actual novel- 
ties, but it is by no means deficient in general 
interest. We append the details, reserving all 
comment thereon until our notice of the per- 
formances. ‘ Elijah’ will open the festival on 
Tuesday morning. The evening programme 
will include the first act from Gluck’s ‘ Iphigenia 
in Tauris,’ Schumann's Pianoforte Concerto, 
and a number of well-chosen minor items. On 
Wednesday morning Dr. Mackenzie’s oratorio 
‘The Rose of Sharon’ will be given, supple- 
mented, somewhat unnecessarily, by Cherubini’s 
Mass in c, No. 4. The principal features of the 
evening concert will be Berlioz’s ‘Roméo et 
Juliette,’ which, so far as we are aware, has 
never before been performed at a provincial 
festival, and the ballet music from Gounod’s 
‘Polyeucte.” On Thursday morning Mendels- 
sohn’s ‘ First Walpurgis Night’ and Sullivan’s 
‘Golden Legend’ will be performed. The even- 
ing concert will be mainly orchestral, the items 
being for the most part familiar; and the ‘ Mes- 
siah ’ will bring the festival to an end on Friday 
morning.

Linlithgow before the king, the queen, 
ytd the “hoole counsaile spirituall and 
wmporall,”’ during the feast of Epiphany, 
This high patronage did not 
Prevent a council of the clergy, held in 
Blackfriars, Edinburgh, passing, in March, 








1558/9, an act that Sir David’s book should 
be ‘‘ abolished and burned by the common 
executioner.” In February, 1593 (Old 
Style), a company of English comedians 
appeared at Holyrood. Earlier visits may 
have been paid, but none is recorded. With 
the removal of the Court from Holyrood 
to Whitehall, 1603, dramatic performances 
in Scotland came to an end. No strictly 
dramatic entertainment appears to have 
been given at the coronation of King Charles 
in Holyrood in 1633, and the earliest subse- 
quent representation was in 1663, when 
‘**¢ Marciano; or, The Discovery. <A Tragi- 
Comedy,’ was acted with great applause 
before His Majesty’s High Commissioner, 
and others of the Nobility, at the Abby 
of Holyrudhouse on St. John’s night. By 
a Company of Gentlemen.” Mr. Dibdin 
does not give the name, ‘‘ William Clerke,”’ 
of the author of the piece, which was printed 
in quarto in 1663, and appears not to have 
been acted in England. 

The first prominent figure in connexion 
with the Edinburgh stage is Anthony, or 
Tony, Aston, for whose appearance, not the 
first, in Edinburgh Allan Ramsay wrote a 
prologue. So little is known concerning 
the connexion of Aston with Edinburgh that 
biographers down to Dutton Cook in the 
‘Dictionary of National Biography’ leave 
it unmentioned. The account of the struggle 
of Aston with the authorities is one of the 
most interesting portions of the volume. 
Aston made a good fight, and was warmly 
supported by Ramsay, but was naturally 
defeated in the end. The autobiographical 
sketch which he gives in ‘ The Fool’s Opera,’ 
8vo., 1731, a scarce piece, which he pub- 
lished under the pseudonym of Matthew 
Medley, Mr. Dibdin has, apparently, not 
seen. In the second half of the eighteenth 
century Edinburgh was frequently visited 
by English actors of eminence. The event 
of most consequence that attended this por- 
tion of Scottish annals was the production 
of Home’s tragedy of ‘Douglas.’ Concerning 
this and the effect it produced, full and in- 
teresting particulars are given. The difficul- 
ties of the managers with gentlemen’sservants 
are similar to those experienced in London. 
In many respects, indeed, the history of the 
Edinburgh theatre reflects that of the patent 
houses in London. In one respect, at least, 
it stands apart from them. At no time had 
London to deal with a class so obstructive, 
so turbulent, and so exigent as the Edin- 
burgh lawyers, whose airs appear to have 
been insupportable. In connexion with 
this, Mr. Dibdin might with advantage 
have told at greater length the romantic 
and saddening story of James Fennell, a 
special object of the animosity of these 
Mohocks. The brightest period in Scottish 
theatrical annals, not excepting the repeated 
triumphs obtained by Mrs. Siddons, is that 
connected with the management of W. H. 
Murray. First appearing at the New 
Theatre Royal, Leith Walk, subsequently 
known as the Adelphi, then under the 
management of H. Siddons, Nov. 20th, 1809, 
he was appointed stage manager the 10th 
of the following January. Twenty years 
later he became manager of the Theatre 
Royal, which on the death of H. Siddons 
passed to his wife, who was sister of Murray, 
and in conjunction with Yates obtained also 
a lease of the Caledonian. He had thus an 





entire monopoly of things theatrical in Edin- 
burgh. The friend of Walter Scott, Joanna 
Baillie, Wilson, Jeffrey, and other luminaries 
of the northern capital, he raised the stage toa 
pitch of prosperity it had not previously known. 
In the ‘‘ Waverley”? dramas his greatest 
success was obtained. ‘Rob Roy’ alone, thanks 
in some measure to the popularity of Mackay 
in Bailie Nicol Jarvie, brought in over 
3,000/. to the treasury. Among the actors 
he engaged were Kean, John Kemble, 
Miss O'Neill, Liston, Mathews, Emery, and 
Munden. He did not retire until Oct. 22nd, 
1851. After that period the Edinburgh 
stage declined to the position it now occu- 
pies. Of the varying fortunes of the Edin- 
burgh stage Mr. Dibdin gives a trust- 
worthy description. The style is neither very 
clear nor very accurate, but the matter is 
good and the book has genuine value. 
Portraits of W. H. Murray, Stephen Kemble, 
and Mackay as the Bailie, with other illus- 
trations, accompany the volume.

Beatrice Lamb and Miss Violet Vanbrugh, the 
remaining characters being taken by pupils of 
Miss Thorne. The play is taken from ‘ Ths 
Ladies’ Gallery,’ a novel by Mrs. Campbell Praed 
and Mr. Justin McCarthy, issued this week by 
Mr. Bentley. It is a powerful and dramatic 
work, the merits of which asserted themselves 
through a representation necessarily amateurish 
in parts. 

Ir is not generally known that Miss Thorne's 
theatre at Margate constitutes a useful school 
of art. Miss Thorne takes young actors as 
pupils, and allows them the opportunity of ap- 
pearing in arange of characters. In the absence 
of any national school of art a scheme of this 
kind is highly commendable, and the results 
obtained are good. A representation of ‘A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream’ on Friday in last 
week was, except as regards the buffoonery of 
the comic scenes, highly creditable.

THE death of William Warren, the veteran 
comedian of Boston (U.S.), is an event belong- 
ing to English as well as American stage annals. 
Mr. Warren’s father was born at Bath, England, 
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May 10th, 1767, became an actor at seventeen, 
went to America in 1796, and there married the 
English actress Anne Brunton (1806). The 
late actor was, however, son of the elder 
Warren’s third wife, Esther Fortune, whose 
sister was the grandmother of Joseph Jefferson, 
the personator of Rip Van Winkle. William 
Warren was born in Philadelphia, 1812. His 
first appearance on the stage was in that city— 
Arch Street Theatre—at a benefit given by the 
elder Booth for his (Warren’s) widowed mother. 
His part was that of Young Norval, in which 
his father had also made his first appearance at 
Chipping Norton, 1784. Before this the youth 
had pursued a mercantile life, but he presently 
became member of a travelling troupe under 
Joseph Jefferson (father of the eminent come- 
dian). The company visited many rude regions, 
and Warren sometimes acted several parts in 
the same play. In 1845 the actor visited Eng- 
land, where he acted Con Gromley (‘ The Ver- 
monter’) at Mrs, Coleman Pope’s benefit in the 
Strand Theatre. On October 18th, 1882, the 
fiftieth anniversary of his theatrical career, there 
was a celebration in his honour in Boston. He 
has appeared on the stage since then only on 
charitable occasions. The larger part of the past 
summer he enjoyed at the seaside cottage of 
** Joe Jefferson ” (his nephew by marriage as well 
as kinsman by descent). 

At the formal opening of the new Hofburg- 
Theater at Vienna, which has been fixed for to- 
morrow, Beethoven’s ‘ Weihe des Hauses’ will 
form the beginning of the ceremony.
